Sie: 

We  have  the  honor  to  traasmit  herewith  the  seventh  annual  report  of  the  State 
Corporation  Commission  for  the  year  1909,  together  with  the  documents  deemed  perti- 
nent thereto. 

The  report  will  be  found  to  contain  the  rules  of  practice  and  procedure  before  the 
CommiaHJon;  the  leading  matters  disposed  of  by  formal  orders;  opinions;  assessments  of 
the  visible  property  of  public  service  corporations;  list  of'charters  granted,  amended  i^id 
revoked;  banking  statistics;  and  statistical  tables  compiled  from  the  operating  reports  oi 
the  railroad  companies  and  other  public  service  corporations. 

An  appendix,  separately  bound,  will  also  contain  all  of  the  general  orders,  rules, 
regulations  and  requirements  heretofore  adopted  by  the  Commisiion,  which  are  pub- 
lished in  accordance  with  the  constitutional  requirement,  as  part  of  this  report. 

These  general  orders  are  entitled.  Rules  and  Regulations  Relating  to  Storage, 
Demurrage  and  Car  Service  in  Virginia;  Regulations  for  the  Transportation  of  Explosives; 
Viiginia  dassfication  No.  1  and  Exception  Sheets,  with  Freight  Tariffs;  Tariffs,  Rules  and 
Ckasificatioiis  Goreming  Express  Companies;  and  Rates  for  Telegraph  Companies  in 
Virginia. 

The  regulations  for  the  transportation  of  explosives  have  been  amended  in  many 
particulars  and  made  to  accord  with  the  regulations  recently  prescribed  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Bureau  for  the  Safe  Transpor- 
tation of  Explosives  and  Other  Dangerous  Articles.  These  regulations  are  the  result  of 
careful  and  scientific  study  of  the  causes  of  past  accidents  occurring  during  the  transporta- 
tion of  explosives,  and  were  recommended  by  experts  who  have  given  careful  study  and 
thought  to  the  subject. 

MINERAL  LANDS. 

During  the  past  year  Commissioner  Rhea  has  given  special  attention  to  the  assess- 
ment of  mineral  lands,  and  with  the  inadequate  means  at  his  disposal  has  secured  results 
which  are  gratifying.  It  is  believed  that  if  the  Legislature  about  to  convene  will  make  a 
proper  appropriation,  stiQ  better  results  can  be  obtained  during  the  next  year. 
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FOREIGN  CORPORATIONS. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Commission  has  given  special  attention  to  the  domestication  of 
foreign  corporations  doing  business  in  Virginia,  with  the  view  of  requiring  them  to  pay 
all  fees  required  by  the  Viiginia  statutes.  It  is  frequently  difficult  to  determine  whether 
such  corporations  are  protected  against  the  State  levies  by  the  commerce  clause  of  the 
United  States  Constitution,  and  much  time  and  labor  have  been  expended  in  the  study 
of  the  legal  question  which  arises  in  almost  every  case.  The  diligence  of  the  Clerk  has  im- 
doubtedly  added  materially  to  the  revenues  of  the  State. 

Many  letters  have  been  received  asking  for  constructions  of  our  State  law  govern- 
ing corporations,  and  all  have  been  replied  to  as  promptly  and  as  definitely  as  possible. 

RAILROADS. 

We  believe  that  there  is  less  friction  between  the  railroad  corporations  and  the 
general  public  at  the  present  time  than  has  existed  for  several  years.  Several  new  sta- 
tions have  been  erected  and  some  are  in  contemplation.  The  physical  properties  of  the 
railways  generally  are  being  improved,  and  as  the  result  of  improved  roadways  and  careful 
operation  there  have  been  no  serious  accidents  in  the  State  during  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  fewer  judicial  hearings,  because  of  the  settled  poUcy  of  the  Com- 
mission to  adjust  all  complaints  by  mediation  if  possible.  We  find  that  by  bringing  the 
complainants  and  the  railway  managers  face  to  face  iti  the  presence  of  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Conunission,  such  hearings  can,  in  many  cases,  be  avoided,  and  that  in 
most  cases  such  relief  as  is  just  and  proper  can  be  secured  without  the  delays  and  ex- 
pense of  litigation.  No  record  of  such  matters  appears  in  this  report,  but  the  wisdom  of 
this  method  of  dealing  with  such  cases  of  friction  is  fully  justified  by  the  good  results  ac- 
complished for  the  general  public. 

RAILROAD  RATES. 

At  the  time  the  last  report  was  made  the  Commission  had  been  notified  of  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company,  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Com- 
pany, Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Compimy,  and  Southern  Railway  Company  to  file 
petitions  before  the  Commission  alleging  that  the  then  existing  maximum  rate  of  two 
cents  per  mile  were  inadequate  and  unremunerative.  This  purpose  was  carried  into 
effect,  and  petitions  were  filed,  the  evidence  submitted  to  the  Commission,  and  after  a 
judicial  hearing  the  Commission  increased  such  maximum  rate  to  two  and  one-half  cents 
per  mile.  Neither  the  Conmionwealth  nor  the  petitioning  railroads  appealed  from  this 
decision,  and  this  is  the  general  maximmn  rate  now  in  effect  in  Virginia.  Tlie  orders 
entered  in  these  cases,  and  the  opinions  giving  the  reasons  of  the  Conunission  for  its  action, 
may  be  found  on  pages  20  to   34  of  this  volume. 

CHARTERS  ISSUED  AND  AMENDED  AND  FOREIGN  CORPORATIONS 

LICENSED. 

During  the  year  1903,  482  new  charters  were  issued  through  this  department. 
In  the  year  1904,  563  charters  were  issued.  In  the  year  1905,  755  charters  were  issued. 
In  the  year  1906,  1,039  charters  were  issued.  In  the  year  1907,  946  charters  were  issued. 
In  the  year  1906,  751  charters  were  issued.  During  the  past  year,  1909,  971  charters 
were  issued. 
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In  addition  to  the  issuance  of  original  charters,  the  Oommisijion  has  issued  during 
the  year  197  amendments  to  charters  of  corporations  aheady  in  existence  and  six  revivals 
of  <^d  charters. 

There  have  been  two  mergers  of  corporations  filed  with  the  Commission,  and  the 
Oommission  has  been  notified  of  the  dissolution  of  106  corporations  which  desired  to 
surrender  their  charters. 

During  the  year  licenses  to  do  business  in  this  State  were  issued  by  the  Commission 
to  sixty-one  foreign  corporations,  complying  with  our  statutes,  and  ten  amendments  to 
charters  of  corporations  already-  authorized  to  do  busineess  in  the  State  were  filed  with 
the  Commission  as  required  by  law. 

In  the  documents  accompanying  this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  charters  issued 
during  the  year  have  been  classified  with  reference  to  the  general  business  to  be  con- 
ducted by  the  various  corporations,  so  as  to  furnish  information  in  this  respect.  It  will 
also  be  seen  that,  under  an  alphabetical  fist  of  the  counties  and  cities,  the  number  of 
charters  issued  having  their  principal  office  in  the  respective  coimties  and  cities  is  given. 
From  this  list  it  appears  that  during  the  year  1909  forty-nine  corporations  were  char- 
tered with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Alexandria;  twenty-one  with  their  principal 
office  in  the  city  of  Bristol;  twelve  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Charlottesville; 
three  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Clifton  Forge;  eight  with  their  principal 
office  in  the  city  of  Danville;  six  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Fredericksburg; 
four  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Hampton;  thirty-eight  with  their  principal 
office  in  the  city  of  Lynchburg;  thirteen  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Manchester; 
twenty- two  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Newport  News;  211  with  their  princi- 
pal office  in  the  city  of  Norfolk;  twenty-six  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Peters- 
buig;  sixteen  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Portsmouth;  one  with  its  pincipal 
office  in  the  city  of  Radford;  140  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Richmond; 
fifty-six  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Roanoke;  fourteen  with  their  principal 
office  in  the  city  of  Staunton;  two  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Williainsbui^, 
and  five  with  their  principal  office  in  the  city  of  Winchester. 


ASSK.SSMENT  OF  TRANSPORTATION  AND  TRANSMISSION  COMPANIES. 

The  total  value  of  all  the  property  of  the  canals  and  steam  railroads  in  the  State, 
as  assessed  by  the  Conmiission,  was  $87,813,883.00.  Of  this  amount,  the  property  of 
steam  railroads  amounted  to  $87,414,109.00  and  the  property  of  canals  amounted  to 
$399,774.00. 

The  tax  im|>osed  by  the  revenue  laws  of  the  State  upon  the  total  assessed  value  of 
canals  and  fiteam  railroads  amounted  to  $307,348.56. 

The  franchise  tax  assessed  against  these  two  classes  of  companies  amounted  to 
$448,118.60. 

The  total  tax,  therefore,  against  these  two  classes  of  companies  amounted  to 
$7t>5,467.16.  Hie  total  tax  assessed  against  these  companies  in  1906  was  $728,506.16 
an  increase  for  1909  of  $26,961.00. 

The  total  value  of  the  property  of  electric  railway  copipanies  operating  in  the 
State,  as  assessed  by  the  Commission  for  the  year  1909  was  $8,643,352.00. 

The  property  tax  and  the  franchise  tax  on  this  assessed  vahie  amounted  to 
$66,186.77. 

Hie  total  tax  assessed  against  the  electric  railways  for  the  year  1908  was 
$69,41 1 .55,  a  decrease  for  1909  of  $3,224.78. 
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The  total  tax  derived  by  the  State  for  the  year  1908  from  canal  and  steam  and 
electric  railway  properties  was  $797,917.71;  the  same  tax  for  the  year  1909  amounted 
to  $821,653.93,  an  increase  of  $23,736.22  over  1908. 

The  total  aggregate  value  of  the  properties  of  all  the  telegraph,  telephone,  steam- 
boat, express  and  sleeping  car  companies  operating  in  the  State,  as  assessed  by  the  Com- 
mission for  the  year  1909,  was  $3,881,198.36.  The  aggregate  of  the  ad  valorem  license 
and  income  tax  upon  this  valuation  was  $72,  206.78.  The  aggregate  of  the  same  tax  for 
1908  was  $69,110.02,  an  increase  for  1909  of  $3,096.76. 

The  gross  transportation  receipts  of  the  steam  and  electric  railroads  in  the  State 
for  the  year  1909  amounted  to  $48,340,252.43  as  against  $47,591,113.23  for  1908. 

The  total  miles  in  Virginia  of  single  track,  second  track,  yards  and  sidings  of 
steam  railroads  for  the  year  1906  was  6,021.77.  The  total  miles  of  track,  as  compiled 
fr<xn  the  operating  reports  of  the  steam  railroads  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1909,  was 
6,483.32,  thus  showing  an  increase  during  the  year  of  461.55  miles. 

The  total  mileage  of  electric  railways  for  1909  was  465.12  miles,  being  an  increase 
of  2.95  miles  over  1908. 

STATE  BANKS. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  for  the  year  1908  showed  that  at  the  end  of  that 
year  there  were  239  incorporated  banks  doing  business  in  this  State.  The  last  call  for 
statements  from  the  banks  made  by  the  Commission  during  the  year<  1909  required 
statements  of  their  condition  at  the  close  of  basiness  on  the  16th  dav  of  November. 
From  these  statements  there  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  1909,  241  incorporated  banks  in 
the  State,  of  which  number  eight  were  conducted  by  colored  persons.  The  aggregate  of 
all  capital  stock  paid  in  was  $11,560,123.78;  the  aggregate  of  the  surplus  funds  was 
$4,557,675.33;  the  aggregate  amount  reported  as  undivided  profits,  less  amount  paid  for 
interest,  taxes  and  current  expenses,  was  $2,739,366.97. 

The  a^regate  of  all  deposits  in  all  the  banks  in  the  State  at  that  date  was 
$48,892,951.82;  the  aggregate  of  all  loans  and  discounts  was  $51,440,568.81:  the  aggregate 
of  all  stocks,  bonds  and  mortgages  owned  by  the  banks  was  $5,855,085.61;  the  aggregate 
value  of  all  banking  houses  was  $1,780,189.64;  the  aggregate  value  of  the  other  real  estate 
was  $579,772.88. 

The  actual  aggregate  cash  resources,  as  compiled  from  these  statements  at  the  date 
mentioned,  was  $11,734,873.30. 

We  have  continued  to  exercise  the  limited  powers  given  us  by  the  existing  statutes 
with  reference  to  banks  during  the  past  year,  including  thorough  examinations  of  all  of 
the  State  depositories,  and  have  continued  to  pay  the  salary  of  one  of  the  office  force  out 
of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Commission,  and  required  him  to  devote  his  entire  time  to 
this  work.  We  believe  that  this  increased  vigilance  has  continued  to  produce  good 
results. 

Public  sentiment  in  this  State  demands  that  some  provision  be  made  by  law  for 
the  independent  examination  of  banks  in  this  State  by  some  public  authority,  and  it  can 
hardly  be  doubted  that  the  General  Assembly  about  to  assemble  will  respond  to  this 
demand. 

REGISTRATION  FEE  AND  FRANCHISE  TAX. 

The  aggregate  of  these  assessments  made  by  the  Commission  for  1909  is  as  follows:

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AGGREGATE  OF  ASSESSMENTS  FOR  TAXATION  MADE  BY  THE 

COMMISSION. 

The  regisiration  fee  and  general  franchise  tax,  and  the  franchise  tax  imposed  upon 
canals  and  railroads,  constitute  sources  of  revenue  created  by  the  provisions  of  the  new 
Constitution,  and  which  did  not  exist  prior  to  the  year  1908.  The  following  figures  will 
show  the  amounts  assessed  by  the  ConuniBsion  for  1909:

The  amount  of  these  taxes  assessed  by  the  Cknnmission  for  the  year  1908  was 
1694,259.49. 

During  the  year  there  was  paid  into  the  State  treasury  for  charter  fees  for  the 
issuing  and  amending  of  dcmiestic  charters  the  sum  of  $26,634.00;  and  there  was  paid 
charter  fees  from  foreign  charters,  on  Issuance  of  licenses  to  them  by  the  Commission,  the 
sum  of  $12,391.00.  The  total  amount  received  by  the  State  for  charter  fees  from  the 
domestic  and  foreign  corporations  in  connection  with  the  charter  work  of  the  Commission 
was  $39,025.00.

RULES  OF  PRACTICE  AND  PROCEDURE 

BEFORE  THE  STATE  CORPORATION 

COMMISSION  OF  VIRGINIA. 


Adopted  October  6, 1903. 


PUBLIC  SESSIONS. 

1.  Ilie  regular  public  sessions  of  the  Commi&sion,  sitting  as  a  court,  for  the 
hearing  of  contested  cases  and  matters  properly  coming  before  it,  will  be  held  at  its  offices, 
in  the  city  of  Riclmiond.  on  the  second  Monday  in  January,  April,  June,  September 
and  November  in  each  year.  These  sessions  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time,  and 
shall  last  so  long  as  the  business  before  the  Conmiission  and  the  public  interests  may 
require.  These  sessions  may  be  adjourned,  during  their  respective  terms,  to  any  other 
place  in  the  State,  upon  order  of  the  Commission,  that  the  public  necessity  or  the  con- 
venience of  the  parties  require  an  adjournment. 

Special  judicial  sessions  of  the  Commission  may  be  held  at  any  time  upon  order 
of  the  Commission,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  or  elsewhere 
in  the  State,  for  the  hearing  of  all  matters  over  which  the  Commission  has  jurisdiction. 

PARTIES. 

2.  All  complaints,  proceedings,  contests  or  controversies  before  the  Commis- 
sion shall  be  instituted  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  as  complainant,  and  the  party 
against  whom  the  complaint  is  preferred,  or  the  proceedings  instituted,  shall  be  the  de- 
fendant; in  all  proceedings  instituted  by  the  Commission,  of  its  own  motion,  the  com- 
plainant shall  be,  ^'The  Commonwealth  at  the  relation  of  the  State  Corporation  Com- 
miasion";  in  all  other  complaints  and  proceedings  instituted  by  parties,  the  complainant 
shall  be  styled  **The  Commonwealth  at  the  relation  of ." 

Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association,  or  any  commercial  body,  may  insti- 
tute a  complaint  before  the  Commission.  When  instituted  by  an  unincorporated  asso- 
ciation or  mercantile  body  the  complaint  must  be  in  the  name  of  a  committee  of  not  less 
than  two  persons  on  behalf  of  such  association  or  body. 

When  the  complaint  concerns  anything  done,  or  omitted  to  be  done,  by  a  single 
carrier  or  other  corporation,  no  other  need  be  made  a  party,  but  if  it  relates  to  joint 
tariffs,  or  questions  in  which  two  or  more  carriers  or  other  corporations  are  interested  ^ 
all  such  must  be  made  parties.  A  complaint  may  embrace  several  carriers,  or  lines  of 
carriers,  operated  separately,  in  the  same  proceeding,  when  the  subject  matter  of  the 
complaint  involves  substantially  the  same  violation  of  the  law,  or  of  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Commission,  by  the  several  carriers  or  lines.  Persons  or  carriers  not  origi- 
nally parties  may  apply,  in  any  pending  case  or  proceeding,  for  leave  to  intervene,  and 
to  be  heard  upon  the  questions  involved.  Such  application  must  be  by  petition,  verified 
by  oath,  which  must  set  forth  the  petitioners'  interest  in  the  proceeding. 
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PETITIONS  AND  COMPLAINTS. 


3.  All  complaints  for  the  redress  of  alleged  grievances  or  violation  of  law  by 
the  defendant  must  be  in  writing  and  addressed  to  the  Commission.  Such  petition  or 
complaint  must  distinctly  and  plainly  set  forth  the  grounds  of  complaint,  the  items  be- 
ing numbered,  and  the  petition  or  complaint  must  be  verified  by  affidavit.  Ilie  name 
of  the  corporation,  or  other  parties  complained  against,  must  be  stated  in  full,  and  the 
address  of  the  complainant,  with  the  name  and  address  of  his  attorney  or  counsel,  if 
any,  must  appear  upon  the  petition,  when  the  complaint  is  made  otherwise  than  on  the 
motion  of  the  Commission. 

NOTICE. 

4.  The  petition  or  complaint  may  be  filed  before  the  Commission,  or  with  its 
Clerk,  and,  thereupon,  a  notice,  in  the  form  of  a  writ,  shall  be  issued,  according  to  law, 
by  the  Clerk,  directed  to  the  Bailiff  of  the  Commission  or  other  proper  officer,  summon- 
ing the  defendant  or  defendants  to  appear  before  the  Commission  on  the  day  named 
therein,  which  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  days  from  the  filing  of  the  complaint.  The 
said  writ  and  notice,  and  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  shall  be  served  upon  the  defendant 
or  defendants,  and  return  made  according  to  law. 

ANSWERS. 

5.  Upon  the  day  named  in  the  writ,  or  notice,  the  defendant  or  defendants  shall 
file  before  the  Commission  an  answer  in  writing,  specifically  admitting,  or  denying,  by 
items,  the  material  allegations  of  the  complaint,  and  setting  forth  the  facts  which  will 
be  relied  upon  to  support  any  such  denial.  The  answer  shall  be  verified  by  affidavit, 
and  be  signed  by  the  attorney  or  counsel,  if  there  be  such.  If  the  parties  are  ready, 
upon  the  filing  of  the  answer,  the  Commission  may  proceed  at  once  to  hear  the  matter 
of  contest.  If  either  party  be  not  prepared  for  the  hearing,  then  an  adjournment  may 
be  had  and  the  day  for  the  hearing  fixed  upon  the  application  of  either  party,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Commission. 

Instead  of  answering  the  complaint,  defendant  or  defendants  may  demur  to  the 
same,  filing  a  demurrer  in  writing  on  the  return  day. 

AMENDMENTS. 

6.  Upon  the  application  of  any  party,  amendments  to  any  complaint 'or  an- 
swer in  any  proceeding  or  investigation  may  be  allowed  by  the  Commission,  in  its  dis- 
cretion. 

STIPULATIONS  OR  AGREED  FACTS. 

7.  The  parties  to  any  complaint  or  proceeding  before  the  Commission  may, 
by  stipulation  in  wTiting,  filed  with  the  Commission,  agree  upon  the  facts,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  involved  in  the  controversy,  which  stipulation  shall  be  recorded  and  used  as 
evidence  on  the  hearing.  It  is  desired  that  the  facts  be  thus  agreed  upon  whenever 
practicable. 

HEARINGS. 

8.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  answer,  the  hearing  will  proceed  at  once,  or  the  Com- 
mission will  assign  the  time  and  place  for  the  same.  Witnesses  will  be  examined  orally 
liefore  the  Commission,  unless  testimony  or  facts  are  agreed  upon,  as  otherwise  pro- 
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vided  in  these  rules.  The  petitioner  or  complainant  must  prove  the  existence  of  the 
facts  complained  of,  unless  they  are  admitted,  or  the  defendants  be  in  default  by  fail- 
ing to  answer.  Facts  alleged  in  the  answer  must  be  proved  by  the  defendant  or  de- 
fendantS;  unless  admitted  by  complainant.  In  cases  of  failure  to  answer,  the  Commis- 
sion will  take  such  proof  of  the  charge  as  may  be  deemed  reasonable  and  proper,  and 
make  2<uch  order  thereon  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  require. 

DEPOSITIONS  AND  WITNESSES. 

9.  The  testimony  of  any  witness  may  be  taken  by  deposition,  at  the  instance 
of  a  party,  in  any  proceeding  or  investigation  before  the  Commission  after  the  same  is 
at  Issue  by  the  filing  of  the  answer.  Such  depositions  must  be  after  notice,  and  before 
the  officer  required  and  allowed  by  the  statutes  of  Virginia.  Any  party,  complainant 
or  defendant,  shall  be  entitled  to  process  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  or  the 
production  of  books  and  papers  before  the  Commission.  Such  process  will  be  issued, 
for  proper  service  and  return  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Commission,  upon  application  of  any 
party  to  the  proceeding.  When  de))ositions  are  taken  they  must  be  returned  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Commission,  as  depositions  are  required  by  law  to  be  returned  to  the  Clerk 
of  a  court  of  chancerv. 

ARGUMENT. 

10.  Whenever  requested  by  the  proper  authorities,  the  Attorney  Oeneral  of 
the  State  may  represent  the  complainant  in  any  proceeding. 

Arguments  may  be  made  orally  before  the  Commission  or  written  or  printed 
briefs  may  be  filed  in  any  case  within  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Commis- 
sion in  such  case.  For  convenience  iii  reading  and  filing,  it  is  requested  that,  whenever 
pncticablp,  in  cases  of  importance,  arguments  be  printed. 

SPECIAL  MATTERS. 

11.  In  the  performance  of  special  functions  of  a  judicial  nature,  imposed  upon 
it  directly  by  law,  and  not  instituted  by  any  complainant,  such  as  the  assessment  of 
property  of  corporations  and  other  like  matters,  such  notices  will  be  given  and  proceed- 
ings be  had  as  are  required  by  the  .statutes  under  which  the  Commission  acts  in  the  per- 
formance of  such  duties.

12.  The  offices  of  the  Commission,  on  the  third  floor  of  the  capitol  building, 
Richmond,  will  be  opened  for  the  transaction  of  business  on  week  days  from  8  o'clock 
in  the  morning  until  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the 
first  day  of  November,  and  from  9  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
during  the  rest  of  the  year,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted.

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ORDER  OF  SEPTEMBER  29,  1909. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals,  having  reversed  the  judgment  and  order  of  May 
20,  1908,  imposing  a  fine  of  S500.00  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  for 
it£t  violation  of  the  order  of  this  Conmiission,  entered  on  the  28th  day  of  January,  1908, 
and  having  decided  and  declared  that  the  Valley  Railroad  Company  of  Virginia  Ls  an 
independent  corporate  organization,  whose  rights  and  property  are  materially  affected 
by  the  orders  heretofore  entered  herein,  and  that  it  was  a  necessary  party  to  this  pro-

ORDER  OF  NOVEMBER  11,  1909. 

It  appearing  from  the  copy  of  an  agreement  entered  into  between  the  Southern 
Railway  Company  and  the  Valley  Railroad  Company,  dated  the  30th  day  of  October,  1909, 
that  the  said  corporations  have  agreed  that  the  passenger  station  of  the  Valley  Railroad 
Company  of  Virginia  at  Harrisonburg,  and  its  tracks,  physical  properties  and  facilities 
appurtenant  thereto,  shall  be  jointly  used  by  the  two  companies,  which  agreement  was 
filed  on  the  4th  day  of  November,  1909,  as  a  part  of  the  record  in  this  case,  and  the  Com- 
miflsioci  having  maturely  considered  the  evidence  and  the  argument  of  counsel,  is  of 
opinion  and  doth  decide  that  the  public  necessities  require  a  new  and  enlarged  passenger 
station  and  doth  therefore  order  as  follows: 

1.    That  the  Valley  Railroad  Company  of  Virginia  shall  forthwith  proceed  to 
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acquire  by  condemnation  or  purchase  a  sufficient  quantity  of  land  south  of  and  adjoin- 
ing its  present  station,  so  that  the  entire  station  site,  exclusive  of  its  right  of  way,  shall 
be  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  ten  (210)  feet  long  and  seventy  (70)  feet  wide,  so  as  to 
enable  it  to  erect  and  establish  a  joint  passenger  station,  with  platform  and  driveway 
around  the  same,  as  indicated  on  the  plat  hereinafter  referred  to. 

2.  That  within  sixty  (60)  days  from  this  date  it  commence  the  erection  of  such  pas- 
senger station  upon  such  land  as  is  now  owned  and  so  to  be  acquired,  to  be  located  thirty- 
seven  (37)  feet  and  six  (6)  inches  south  of  West  Market  street,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  plan  marked  "Proposed  Passenger  Station  at  Harrisonbtrg,  Va.,  November  11,1909," 
and  filed  as  part  of  the  record  in  this  case,  and  that  it  complete  the  same  on  or  before 
the  1st  day  of  July,  1910. 

Upon  the  motion,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Valley  Kaib-oad  Company  of  Vii^inia, 
such  modifications  as  to  details  in  the  said  plan  as  may  comm^d  themselves  to  the  Com- 
mission, will  be  hereafter  made.  Such  additional  rules  and  requirements  will  be  further 
entered  by  the  Commission  as  may  be  in  its  judgment  justified  by  the  evidence  herein, 
and  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  to  meet  the  public  requirements  and  needs.

ORDER  OF  APRIL  21,  1909. 

The  Commission,  having  maturely  considered  the  evidence  and  the  arguments  of 
counsel,  is  of  opinion  that  the  Danville  and  Western  Railway  Company  should  be  required 
to,  and  doth  order,  that  it  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  within  sixty  (60)  days  from 
this  date,  the  buildings  designated  upon  the  map  filed  with  the  petition  in  this  case  as 
Numbers  2,  3,  4,  5,  6  and  7,  and  the  platform  scales  designated  as  Numbers  8,  9  and  10, 
upon  said  map,  the  said  buildings  and  scales  having  been  erected  and  located  upon  the 
right-of-way  and  depot  grounds  of  the  said  Danville  and  Western  Railway  Company  at 
Stuart,  Patrick  county,  Virginia. 

All  other  questions  are  reserved. 

OPINION — RHEA,   COMMISSIONER. 

AyrU  21,  1909. 

This  is  a  petition  filed  upon  the  part  of  S.  M.  Lybrook  and  other  citizens  of  Pat- 
rick County,  asking  that  the  Danville  and  Western  Railway  Company  be  required  to 
remove  from  its  right-of-way  and  terminals  at  Stuart,  in  said  county,  certain  buildings 
and  platform  .scales,  which  said  railway  cx)mpany  has  permitted  to  be  erected  by  per- 
sons to  be  u.sed  by  them  for  their  own  individual  and  private  purposes. 
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The  rightrof-way  and  the  terminals  of  the  Danville  and  Western  Railway  Com- 
pany, and  upon  which  the  buildings  and  scales  complained  of  stand,  was  secured  by 
the  Danville  and  New  River  Railroad  Company,  the  predecessor  of  the  Danville  and 
Western  Railway  Company,  many  years  ago,  by  condemnation  proceedings  instituted 
in  the  county  court  of  Patrick  county.  The  buildings  complained  of  as  being  upon 
the  right-of-way,  and  as  interfering  with  the  convenient  delivery  and  receipt  of  freight, 
are  designated  upon  the  map  filed  with  the  record  as  Nos.  2, 3,  4,  and  5,  which  are  located 
just  south  of  one  of  the  tracks  of  the  defendant  company.  The  structures  complained 
of  as  being  upon  the  land  condemned  for  depot  purposes,  as  interfering  with  the  con- 
venient delivery  and  receipt  of  freight,  are  designated  upon  said  map  as  Nos.  6,  7,  8, 
9  and  10,  the  latter  three  being  platform  or  wagon  scales.  These  houses  and  scales  were 
erected  by  private  individuals  for  their  own  private  business  purposes,  by  permission 
of  the  railroad  company,  and  without  any  compensation  in  the  way  of  rent  or  otherwise. 

At  the  time  this  petition  was  filed,  one  of  these  buildings  had  been  used  for  the 
storage  of  machinery,  from  which  place  said  machinery  was  sold  directly  to  the  cus- 
Uxners  of  the  owner  of  the  building.  Another  was  used  for  the  storage  of  staves,  and  the 
manufacture  of  barrels,  which  were  sold  to  the  farmers  of  Patrick  county,  hauled  away, 
and  filled  with  apples  and  other  articles,  and  returned  to  the  depot  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany for  shipment.  Another  was  used  as  a  wholesale  grocery  store,  where  the  owner 
of  the  building  conducted  a  wholesale  grocery  business,  selling  and  delivering  directly 
to  his  customers,  who  would  drive  their  wagons  up  on  the  depot  grounds  adjoining  the 
store  and  load  the  same.  The  other  buildings  were  used  in  a  similar  manner,  and  for 
similar  purposes,  and  no  one  had  a  right  to  use  any  of  said  buildings  except  by  permission 
of  the  owner.  The  wagon  scales  had  been  erected  by  the  individual  owners  and  no  one 
had  a  right  to  use  them  except  by  permission  of  the  owner. 

Tbe  evidence  shows  that  the  town  of  Stuart  is  growing  in  business  and  population. 
It  further  shows  that  a  radius  covering  the  territory  of  more  than  half  of  Patrick  county 
use  these  depot  grounds,  right-of-way  and  depot  for  the  delivering,  loading  and  unload- 
ii^  of  freight,  and  that  great  quantities  of  lumber,  timber,  bark,  railroad  ties,  apples, 
and  other  commodities  are  shipped  from  this  point,  and  that  a  large  quantity  of  freight 
is  shipped  into  this  point.  It  further  shows  that  lai^e  numbers  of  wagons  are  there 
daily  loading  and  unloading  freight.  It  further  shows  that  these  buildings  impede  and 
inconvenience  the  patrons  of  said  road  in  the  loading  and  unloading  of  freight. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  statements  it  would  seem  to  be  imperative  that  the  Com- 
mission should  require  the  railroad  company  to  remove  these  buildings  from  its  terminal 
and  right-of-way  and  leave  the  same  free  from  such  private  incumbrances  and  for  the 
use  of  the  public  for  which  it  was  condemned. 

It  is  the  law  in  Virginia,  and  I  believe  the  law  everywhere,  that  a  railway  corpo- 
ration can  only  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain  in  condemning  so  much  land  as 
is  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its  business  and  for  the  convenience  and  accommodation 
of  the  public,  and  the  presumption  is  that  the  Danville  and  New  River  Railroad,  when 
more  than  twenty  (20)  years  ago,  condemned  this  right-of-way,  l)elicved  it  was  neses- 
sary  for  its  contemplated  business  and  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public,  and  if  it 
was  needed  more  than  twenty  (20)  years  ago,  how  much  greater  is  the  demand  now  with 
the  increase  of  population  and  increasing  volume  of  business.  And  this  presumption 
is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  several  years  ago  the  Danville  and  Western  Railway 
Company  secured  by  purchase  and  conveyance  a  strip  of  land  fifty-five  (55)  feet  wide 
and  several  hundred  feet  long,  lying  immediately  south  of  its  right-of-way,  so  as  to  in- 
crease its  facilities  to  accommodate  the  public  and  discharge  its  duties  as  a  public  ser- 
vice corporation. 
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I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  both  unlawful  and  against  public  policy  to  permit 
any  railroad  company  to  invoke  the  power  of  eminent  domain  to  condemn  private  prop- 
erty for  public  purposes  and  then  allow  it  to  be  used  for  the  conduct  of  private  business 
such  as  is  shown  in  this  case  to  have  been  done.  I  am  further  of  opinion  that  both  upon 
the  facts  and  the  law  of  this  case  that  the  Danville  and  Western  Railway  Company 
should  be  required,  within  a  reasonable  time,  say  sixty  (60)  days,  to  remove  these  build- 
ings and  scales  from  its  right-of-way  and  depot  grounds  at  Stuart,  and  leave  the  same  free 
to  be  used  by  itself  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties  as  a  public  service  corporation  and  for 
the  convenience  und  accommodation  of  the  public. 

An  order  will  be  entered  accordingly.

DISSENTING  OPINION — ^PRENTIS,  CHAIRMAN. 

April  21,  1909. 

If  the  questions  raised  in  this  proceeding  were  raised  by  the  former  owners  of  the 
station  grounds  and  right-of-way  of  the  Danville  and  Western  Railway  at  Stuart,  alleg- 
ing that  the  company  has  diverted  parts  of  the  land  from  public  to  private  uses  and 
that  they,  said  former  owners,  have  the  right  to  demand  rent  or  other  compensation  on 
account  of  the  private  uses  to  which  the  property  is  devote,  it  would  present  a  debatable 
and  a  difficult  question. 

That,  however,  is  not  the  issue  raised.  The  petition  is  filed,  not  by  such  former 
owners  but  by  eight  shippers  (five  of  whom  have  been  furnished  switches  at  the  very 
doors  of  their  places  of  business),  who  allege  that  they  and  the  public  are  inconvenienced, 
hampered,  and  interfered  with  in  the  reception  and  delivery  of  freight. 

If  these  allegations  be  true  then  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  structures  caus- 
ing these  inconveniences  should  be  at  once  removed,  for  it  is  certainly  true  that  the  first 
duty  of  the  company  acquiring  land  for  public  uses  is  to  serve  the  public,  and  it  cannot 
be  permitted  to  disable  itself  from  performing  its  duty  to  the  public  as  a  common  carrier. 

The  evidence,  however,  in  my  opinion,  utterly  fails  to  sustain  such  allegations. 
The  land  acquired  for  public  uses  at  Stuart  is  about  five  acres  in  extent.  The  structures 
complained  of  occupy  less  than  one-ninth  of  an  acre  and  less  than  one-fortieth  of  the 
entire  area  at  Stuart,  and  are  so  located  as  not  to  obstruct  any  roadway. 

The  platform  scales  referred  to  (used  chiefly  for  the  weighing  of  tanbark),  are  a 
public  convenience  and  no  one  is  chaiiged  for  using  them;  the  cooper's  shop  is  only 
twenty  (20)  by  twenty-four  (24)  feet  in  size,  and  promotes  the  business  of  the  railway 
company  in  encouraging  the  manufacture  of  barrels  for  the  shipment  of  the  laige  apple 
crop  of  Patrick  county  over  the  Danville  and  Western  Railway. 

The  houses  into  which  the  fertilizers  and  heavy  machinery  have  been  unloaded 
and  stored  have  relieved  the  company  from  the  necessity  of  building  warehouses  for 
these  purposes,  and  from  enlarging  its  present  freight  warehouse.  To  this  extent  these 
houses  directly  promote  the  public  interest  and  enable  the  company  better  to  dischai^e 
its  public  duties.  This  is  equally  tnie  of  the  wholesale  grocery  warehouse  of  Moir  &  Co., 
which  is  built  over  a  ravine  and  incommodes  no  shipper.  This  view  not  only  is  well-sus- 
tained by  the  evidence,  but  also  by  public  sentiment  at  Stuart,  for  twenty-seven  merch- 
ants and  shippers  at  Stuart  say  that  this  building  of  Moir  &  Co.,  is  a  "great  convenience'' 
and  that  the  place  it  occupies  "  is  over  a  branch  "  and  cannot  be  used  "  for  standing  wag- 
ons on  or  any  other  purpose."     (Exhibit  No.  7  with  defendant's  answer). 

My  conception  of  the  law  is  that  so  long  as  the  company  provides  reasonable  fa- 
cilities for  the  reception  and  delivery  of  freight  at  its  stations  for  the  general  public  there 
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can  be  no  just  cause  of  complaint  by  the  public  as  to  the  use  of  the  company's  private 
property,  provided  such  use  does  not  interfere  with  the  dischaiige  of  its  duty  to  its  ship- 
pers; and  that  as  the  Danville  and  Western  Railway  Company  has  the  right  to  build 
structures  similar  to  those  complained  of  for  the  promotion  of  its  own  business,  so  it 
may  permit  others  to  do  so,  and  so  long  as  it  fairly  discharges  its  duty  to  the  shippers 
at  Stuart  without  discrimination,  it  has  denied  them  no  legal  right.  Therefore,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  the  complaint  in  this  case  is  without  merit.

For  these  reasons  I  am  constrained  to  dissent  from  the  conclusions  of  my  asso- 
ciates.

The  defendant  company,  by  counsel,  having  this  day  indicated  its  desire  to  file 
a  petition  for  rehearing  in  this  case,  upon  its  motion  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  the  order 
of  April  21,  1909,  be  suspended  for  thirty  (30)  days  from  this  date. 

ORDER  OF  JULY  16,  1909. 

The  petition  for  rehearing  in  this  case  being  still  under  consideration  by  the  Com- 
mission, it  is  hereby  ordered  that  the  order  of  April  21,  1909,  be  suspended  until  the 
further  order  of  the  Commission. 

ORDER  OF  JULY  20,  1909. 

The  Commission  having  maturely  considered  the  petition  for  a  rehearing  in  this 
case  heretofore  filed,  Ls  of  the  opinion  that  such  rehearing  should  not  be  granted.  There- 
fore, it  is  considered  by  the  Commission  that  such  rehearing  be,  and  is  hereby  refused, 
aod  it  is  ordered  that  the  suspension  of  the  order  of  April  21,  1909,  shall  expire  on  the 
20th  day  of  August,  1909.

Before  any  of  such  advances  or  charges  shall  be  effective  the  Tidewater  and  West- 
em  Railroad  Company  shall  file  with  the  Commission  proper  reissues  of,  or  amendments 
to,  the  tariffs  now  in  effect  to  be  in  force  after  publication,  according  to  law.

Arbitrament  of  demurrage  claims. 

ORDER  OF  FEBRUARY  10,  1909. 

The  petitioners,  Gill  Brothers,  having  on  the  8th  day  of  February  filed  a  petition 
for  a  rehearing  in  this  case,  and  the  Commission  having  maturely  considered  the  same, 
doth  hereby  deny  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  and  hereby  refuses  to  grant  such  rehearing. 

ORDER  OF  FEBRUARY  4,  1909. 

The  Commission,  having  maturely  considered  the  evidence  and  argument  of 
counsel,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  record,  is  of  opinion,  and 
doth  hereby  decide,  that  the  plaintiffs  are  entitled  to  recover  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($500.00)  of  the  defendant. 

Therefore,  it  is  considered  by  the  Commission  that  the  plaintiffs  recover  and  have 
execution  against  the  defendant  for  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  (S500.00) ,  and 
its  reasonable  costs  in  this  behalf  expended. 

OPINION — ^PRENTIS,  CHAIRMAN. 

This  case  is  submitted  to  the  Commission,  under  the  last  paragraph  of  clau.se  (b) 
of  Section  156  of  the  Constitution,  which  reads  as  follows: 

**  Upon  the  request  of  the  parties  interested,  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the 
Commission,  as  far  as  possible,  to  effect,  by  mediation,  the  adjustment  of  claims 
and  the  settlement  of  controversies  between  transportation  or  transmission  com- 
panies and  their  patrons." 

The  plaintiffs  claim  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad.  Company  two  thousand 
five  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  ($2,581.00)  under  the  demurrage  rules,  for  failure 
to  furnish  cars  and  for  delay  in  furnishing  cars  for  the  transportation  of  cord  wood  to 
Manchester,  Virginia,  their  place  of  business.  The  period  covered  by  these  claims  is  from 
November  1,  1906,  to  April  19,  1907. 
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The  agreement  submitting  the  matter  to  the  Commission  requires  a  decision 
"according  to  the  principles  of  law  and  equity." 

The  defendant  denies  liability  in  general  terms,  and  claims  that  any  failure  upon 
its  part  to  comply  promptly  with  any  reasonable  and  proper  demands  for  cars  was  due 
to  its  inability  to  do  so  without  undue  discrimination  against  other  shippers,  because 
of  the  scarcity  of  cars  and  the  sudden  increase  in  its  business,  relying  upon  the  notorious 
**car  famine"  which  existed  during  the  period  referred  to. 

The  evidence  introduced  by  the  plaintiff  is  vague,  general  and  inconclusive  in 
many  particulars.  The  orders  for  cars  are  in  many  cases  duplicated  and  are  generally 
what  may  be  termed  ''continuing  orders;"  for  example:  On  December  4th  the  order 
called  attention  to  previous  orders  without  specifying  such  previous  orders,  and  called 
for  one  car  every  day  until  January  10th  at  Centralia,  55}  Mile  Siding  and  Jarratt,  and 
concluded  by  saying  that  orders  for  most  of  these  cars  were  already  in,  thus  indicating 
that  they  did  not  themselves  know  just  what  number  of  cars  they  had  previously  or- 
dered. On  November  3rd  they  write  that  they  have  orders  "to  move  about  ten  cars 
of  wood  at  Jarratt"  and  continuing  "we  on  Thursday  ordered  one  car  placed  at  Jarratt 
every  day  unriZ  this  wood  is  moved."  On  December  6th  they  ordered  two  cars  at  West 
Siding  without  specifying  any  date. 

These  are  fair  examples  of  the  many  orders  given  during  the  period. 

Claims  for  demurrage  under  the  Virginia  rules  cannot  be  based  upon  such  vague 
and  general  continuing  orders,  when  they  are  so  duplicated,  repeated  and  by  implica- 
tion revoked  or  modified  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  know  precisely  how  many  cars  are 
needed,  where  they  are  needed,  and  when  they  are  needed. 

While,  however,  this  confusion  exists  as  to  the  precise  number  of  cars  wanted, 
the  evidence  plainly  demonstrates  that  the  plaintiffs  were  persistently  asking  the  de- 
fendant for  cars,  that  they  needed  them,  and  that  they  were  either  not  furnished  or 
there  was  an  unreasonable  delay  in  furnishing  them. 

The  defendant  has  made  the  only  defense  which  is  possible  under  these  ciixnim- 
stances,  namely,  that  it  was  physically  impossible  to  comply  with  the  plaintiffs'  de- 
mands becaiise  of  the  "car  famine."  If  this  defense  is  sustained  by  the  evidence  the 
plaintiffs  have  no  legal  or  equitable  claim  which  can  be  allowed. 

A  coasideration  of  the  evidence  leads  us  to  the  conclusion  that  this  defence  is 
not  sustained.  That  the  "car  famine"  existed  is  sufficiently  proven  and  is  notorious; 
but  the  existence  of  the  "car  famine"  did  not  relieve  the  defendant  company  of  its  legal 
obligation  to  use  reasonable  efforts  to  meet  the  reasonable  demands  of  the  plaintiffs 
for  cars.  The  insignificant  number  of  cars  fumi.shed  Gill  Brothers  during  the  five  months 
referred  to,  and  the  absence  of.  any  testimony  showing  that  any  agent  of  the  company 
recognized  the  obligation  of  the  company  to  make  any  special  effort  to  supply  the  special 
needs  which  were  so  urgently  pressed  by  Oill  Brothers,  indicate  that  the  company  has 
failed  in  the  dischaige  of  its  legal  obligations  to  the  plaintiffs.  If,  however,  this  special 
effort  had  been  made  and  had  failed  the  defence  would  have  been  sufficient.  During 
the  "car  famine"  Gill  Brothers  were  only  entitled  to  their  fair  proportion  of  the  available 
cars. 

We  feel  justified  in  saying  that  the  weight  of  the  evidence  fully  proves  that  either 
because  of  indifference  to  their  demands  or  because  of  laige  demands  elsewhere,  the 
company  failed  to  allot  to  Gill  Brothers  their  fair  proportion  of    the  available  cars. 

These  being  our  conchisions  from  the  evidence,  the  plaintiffs  are  entitled,  under 
the  iHinciples  of  law  and  equity,  to  recover,  imder  the  terms  of  the  submission,  some 
reasonable  amount  from  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company. 

Guided  by  these  consideratioas,  when  we  come  to  determine  what  this  amount 
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should  be,  we  exclude  from  our  consideration  $920  of  the  claim  covering  the  demur- 
rage on  cars  at  Jarratt  and  Centralia,  because,  on  February  2,  1907,  Gill  Brothers  wrote 
to  the  company  that  they  were  "satisfied  with  the  service''  at  those  points.  We  also 
exclude  the  claim  for  $15  for  demurrage  for  failure  to  furnish  cars  promptly  at  West  Sid- 
ing, because  the  weight  of  the  evidence  indicates  that  the  cars  demanded  at  this  point 
were  promptly  furnished,  although  used  by  some  shipper  other  than  the  plaintiffs.  Other 
proper  deductions  from  the  claim  for  cars  ordered  at  55)  Mile  Sidii^  in  excess  of  the 
number  needed  should  also  be  made.  We  do  not  consider  that  the  residue  of  the  claim 
is  sufficiently  supported  by  the  evidence  to  justify  a  judgment  for  such  balance. 

Under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  plaintiffs  should 
recover  of  the  defendant  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  and  judgment  for  that  amount 
will  accordingly  be  entered.

This  day  came  the  parties  by  their  attorneys,  and  the  separate  demurrers  of  the 
Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Com- 
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pany  to  the  petition  baving  been  fully  aii^ed  and  submitted,  the  Commission  is  of  opin- 
ion and  doth  hereby  decide,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  record 
as  a  part  thereof,  that  the  said  petition  is  not  sufficient  in  law. 

Therefore,  it  is  considered  by  the  Commission  that  as  to  the  Norfolk  and  Western 
Railway  Company  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  the  said  petition 
be  and  is  hereby  dismissed. 

OPINION — PRENTIS,  CHAIRMAN. 

The  petitioner,  suing  on  behalf  of  itself  and  all  other  citizens  of  the  tow^n  of  Norton, 
alleges:     Tliat  Norton  is  the  western  terminus  of  the  Clinch  Valley  Division  of  the  Nor- 
folk and  Western  Railway  Company,  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  Cumberland  Valley 
Division  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  and  the  eastern  terminus 
of  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company,  and  that  Norton  is  also  the  terminus  of  two  other 
local  roads,  namely,  the  Wise  Terminal  Company  and  Vii^ginia  and  Kentucky  Railway 
Company;  that  the  only  practical  means  of  connection  between  the  eastern  and  western 
portions  of  the  county  of  Wise  is  through  the  town  of  Norton,  and  that  owing  to  the 
topography  of  the  country  all  through  travel  and  traffic  must  pass  through  the  said  town; 
that  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Rail- 
road Company  jointly  have  railroad  yards  and  a  passenger  and 'freight  depot  in  the  town 
of  Norton;  that  the  Virginia  and  Kentucky  Railroad  Company  and  Wise  Terminal  Com- 
pany have,  under  some  arrangement,  the  use  for  their  purposes  of  said  railroad  yards 
and  depot;  that  all  of  these  railroads,  except  the  Interstate,  have  been  entering  Norton 
and  doing  business  there  for  a  numl)er  of  years;  that  the  Interstate,  on  the  other  hand , 
is  at  this  time  completing  the  extension  of  its  road  from  Appalachia  in  said  county  to 
Norton;  that  it  is  about  ready  to'  begin  a  regular  passenger  and  freight  business;  that 
it  parallels  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  from  Appalachia  to  Norton,  a  distance 
of  about  ten  miles,  and  enters  the  town  through  a  narrow  valley  at  the  west  end  of  Nor- 
ton at  the  same  point  at  which  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  enters;  that  the 
Interstate  Railroad  Company  has  acquired  a  location  for  its  freight  yard  and  for  a  freight 
and  passenger  station  in  the  west  end  of  the  town  and  will  shortly  establish  its  freight 
and  passenger  station  at  said  point,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  this  Commission;  that 
the  distance  between  the  said  points  is  somewhat  less  than  a  mile;  that  the  present  joint 
station  of  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  and  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  is 
nearly  opposite  the  business  center  of  the  town,  while  the  proposed  location  of  the  Inter- 
state Railroad  station  is  at  the  extreme  western  end  of  the  town  and  at  a  very  incon- 
venient place  for  nearly  all  the  citizens  of  the  said  town;  that  such  joint  station  is  ample 
in  size  to  accommodate  the  business  of  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company,  in  addition  to 
accommodating  the  business  of  the  other  railroads  now  using  it;  that  it  is  highly  im- 
portant to  the  commercial  interests  and  to  the  convenience  of  the  people  of  Norton  and 
of  Wise  coimtv  that  there  should  l)e  one  station  for  all  of  the  railroads  at  the  town  of 
Norton,  and  that  the  object  of  the  petition  is  to  require  the  Interstate  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  use  the  present  freight  and  passenger  depot  of  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Rail- 
way Company  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  for  its  freight  and 
passenger  business,  and  to  require  the  Norfolk  and  Western  and  the  Louisville  and  Nash- 
ville to  permit  the  said  Interstate  Railroad  Company  to  use  their  said  freight  and  pas- 
senger depot.  ii|X>n  such  terms  as  may  lye  equitable.    There  are  other  allegations  show- 
ing the  desirability  of  a  single  station  at  the  said  town. 

The  prayer  of  the  petition  is,  that  this  Commission  will  enter  an  order  requiring 
the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  and  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway 
Company  to  grant  to  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company  the  right,  upon  such  fair  and 
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equitable  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Commission,  to  use  in  common  with  them- 
selves their  present  Norton  depot  for  passenger  and  freight  business,  and  to  require 
the  said  Interstate  Railroad  Company  to  adopt  and  use  the  said  depot  in  common 
with  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Rail- 
road Company,  upon  such  just  and  equitable  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  by  this  Com- 
mission. 

The  Interstate  Railroad  Company  has  not  answered  the  petition,  and  presumably 
b  anxious  that  the  prayer  of  the  petition  shall  be  granted.  The  Norfolk  and  Western 
Railway  Company  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  have  each  de- 
murred to  the  petition,  claiming  that  the  petitioner  is  not  entitled  to  the  relief  prayed 
for  and  that  it  appears  upon  the  face  of  the  complaint  that  the  Virginia  Constitution  and 
statutes  give  this  Commission  no  jurisdiction  to  grant  the  relief  prayed  for;  that  to  grant 
such  relief  would  be  to  deprive  the  defendants  of  their  property  without  due  process 
of  law,  and  therefore  be  a  violation  of  section  11  of  article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  Vir- 
ginia and  of  the  14th  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Sections  156  (b)  and  166  of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  and  section  1313a  (16) 
Pollard's  Code  of  Virginia,  are  relied  upon  by  the  petitioner  to  give  the  Commission 
authority  to  grant  the  relief  asked  for,  and  it  is  claimed  that  such  action  will  not  violate 
any  provision  either  of  the  State  or  Federal  Constitution,  and  that  to  deny  the  relief 
will  be  to  violate  section  156  (b)  and  section  166  of  the  Constitution  of  Virginia,  re- 
quiring the  Commission  to  make  and  enforce  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to 
prevent  injustice  or  unreasonable  discrimination  by  any  transportation  company  in  favor 
of  or  against  any  person,  locality,  community  or  any  connecting  line. 

These  being  the  issues,  it  becomes  necessary  to  examine  the  -said  sections  of  the 
Constitution  and  the  statutes  applicable  thereto.  The  portion  of  section  156  (b)  relied 
upon  by  the  petitioner  is  in  these  words: 

''The  Commission  shall  have  the  power,  and  be  charged  with  the  duty,  of 
supervising,  regulating  and  controlling  all  transportation  and  transmission  com- 
panies doing  business  in  this  State,  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  performance 
of  their  public  duties  and  their  charges  therefor,  and  of  correcting  abuses  therein 
by  such  companies;  and  to  that  end  the  Commission  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
pre«%ribe,  and  enforce  against  such  companies,  in  the  maimer  hereinafter  au- 
thorized, such  rates,  charges,  classifications  of  traffic,  and  rules  and  regulations, 
and  shall  requife  them  to  establish  and  maintain  all  such  public  service  facilities 
and  conveniences,  as  may  be  reasonable  and  just,  which  said  rates,  charges, 
classificatioiLs,  rules,  regulatioius  and  requirements  the  Commission  may,  from 
time  to  time,  alter  or  amend." 

We  note  in  the  first  place  that  the  power  given  and  the  duty  imposed  upon  the 
Commission  by  this  clause  refer  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  performance  of  the  pub- 
lic duties  of  the  transportation  and  transmission  companies,  and  it  is  "to  that  end," 
to  use  the  words  of  the  Constitution,  that  the  Commission  is  given  authority  to  require 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  "all  such  public  service  and  facifities  and  con- 
veniences as  may  be  reasonable  and  just."  Therefore,  unless  the  Norfolk  and  Western 
Railway  Company  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  as  the  owners 
of  the  joint  station  at  Norton,  are  required  in  the  performance  of  their  public  duties 
to  allow  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company  to  enter  and  share  in  such  use,  then  the  first 
clause  above  quoted  does  not  confer  the  authority  claimed,  because  the  power  and  duty 
of  the  Commission  are  both  limited  to  matters  relating  to  the  public  duties  of  such  com- 
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panics.  So  also,  as  to  the  discrimination  which  is  forbidden.  If  there  is  no  duty  im- 
posed as  to  the  particular  act,  the  carrier  is  free  to  make  such  contracts  as  its  interests 
may  require.  1st  I.  C.  C.  Act  (Drinker)  pages  214-333;  Comnj^idated  Flouring  Co.  v. 
Southern  Pacific  R.  R.  Co.,  9th  I.  C.  C.  Reports,  206e;  Re>transportation  of  fruit,  10th 
I.  C.  C.  Reports,  360;  United  States  v.  Delaware  L.  <&  W.  R'y  Co,,  40th  Fed.,  101; 
Worchester  Car  Co.  v.  Pennsylvania  R.  R.,  3rd  I.  C.  C.  Reports,  577;  Kentucky  R.  R. 
Gommisdon  v.  L.  db.  N.  R.  R.  Co.,  10th  I.  C.  C.  Reports,  173;  Butchers,  etc.,  Co.  v.  L. 
db  N.  R.  R.  Co.,  67th  Federal,  35;  Central  Stodc  Yards  Co.  v.  L.  db  N.  R.  R.  Co.,  118 
Federal  113,  192nd  U.  S.  568;  Alex.  Bay  Co.  v.  N.  Y.  C.  <fe  H.  R.  R.  R.  Co.  18  App. 
Div.  (N.  Y.),  627,  45  N.  Y.,  Sup.  1091. 

The  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company  certainly  owes  to  its  patrons,  the 
general  public,  desiring  its  service,  all  proi>er  station  facilities  and  conveniences.  The 
same  duty  is  incumbent  upon  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company  as  to  its  patrons;  but  can 
it  be  said  that  the  Norfolk  and  Western  should  supply  station  facilities  for  the  patrons 
of  the  Interstate.?  If  so,  there  must  be  a  corresponding  duty  on  the  Interstate  to  fur- 
nish station  facilities  for  the  Norfolk  and  Western.  We  think  that  neither  owes  such  a 
duty  to  the  other  or  to  the  patrons  of  the  other.  There  are  certain  important  duties, 
however,  which  railroad  companies  owe  to  each  other,  which  in  the  interest  of  the  gen- 
eral public,  are  imposed  by  statute  in  Virginia.  Section  4  of  chapter  III  of  the  Act 
concerning  Public  Service  Corporations,  Pollard's  Code  1294c  (4),  reads  thus: 

"All  transportation  companies  shall,  according  to  their  respective  powers, 
and  with  due  regard  to  the  exigencies  of  their  other  traffic,  afford  all  reason- 
able, proper,  and  equal  facilities  for  the  interchange  of  traffic  between  their 
respective  lines,  and  for  receiving,  forwarding,  and  delivering  of  passengers 
and  property  to  and  from  their  several  lines,  and  those  connecting  therewith , 
and  shall  not  discriminate  in  their  rates  and  charges  between  such  connect- 
ing lines;  but  this  shall  not  be  construed  as  requiring  any  such  company  to 
establish  or  maintain  unremunerative  train  service,  or  to  give  the  use  of  its  track 
or  terminal  facilities  to  another  company  engaged  in  a  like  business. " 

The  Commission's  power  to  prescribe  rates  under  section  156  (b)  of  the  Con- 
stitution is  declared  to  be  "paramount,"  "but  its  authority  to  prescribe  any  other  rules, 
regulations  or  requirements  for  corporations  or  other  persons  shall  be  subject  to  the 
superior  authority  of  the  General  Assembly  to  legislate  thereon  by  general  laws. "  Un- 
less, therefore,  the  legislature  has  exceeded  its  constitutional  authority,  the  proviso  in 
the  concluding  clause  of  the  statute  above  quoted,  clause  4,  section  1294c,  that  it  shall 
not  be  construed  as  requiring  a  company  "  to  give  the  use  of  its  track  or  terminal  facili- 
ties to  another  company  engaged  in  a  like  business,"  is  conclusive  of  this  case.  The 
superior  authority  of  the  General  Assembly  having  been  exercised  by  the  enactment 
of  this  statute,  this  Commission  has  no  authority  to  require  the  Norfolk  and  Western 
Railway  Company  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  to  grant  to  the 
Interstate  Railroad  Company  the  use  of  their  track  and  terminal  facilities  at  Norton. 
The  decisive  force  and  effect  of  this  statute  seems  to  have  been  fullv  realized,  for  in  the 
brief  of  the  learned  counsel  for  the  petitioner,  it  is  claimed  that  section  1294c  (4)  must 
be  construed  in  connection  with  section  1313a  (16),  tliat  when  so  constmed  it  does  not 
forbid  the  relief  asked  for,  and  that  even  if  these  sections  be  repugnant,  that  Section 
1294c  (4)  cannot  operate  because  it  conflicts  with  section  166  of  the  Constitution. 

The  language  of  Section  1313a  (16),  which  is  thus  relied  upon,  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Commission  shall'  have  pwwer  and  authority  to  require,  by  its 
rules,  regulations,  and  requirements,  all  corporations  chartered  under  the  laws 
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of  this  State,  and  all  foreign  corporations  doing  business  in  this  State,  to  per- 
form and  dischaige  any  public  duty  or  requirement  imposed  upon  such  corpora- 
tions by  the  Constitution,  or  by  law.'' 

It  is  manifest,  however,  that  this  language  does  not  define  or  create  any  public  duty 
to  be  performed  by  transportation  companies,  but  simply  affirms  the  constitutional 
power  of  the  Commission  to  require  corporations  doing  business  in  this  State  to  perform 
all  public  duties  or  requirements  imposed  upon  such  corporations  by  the  Constitution 
or  by  law:  so  that  we  cannot  agree  that  it  aids  in  the  construction  of  section  1294c  (4), 
or  illumines  its  meaning  in  any  respect  whatever. 

Tliis  language  in  section  166  of  the  Constitution  is  relied  on  to  show  that  this 
Commission  has  the  power  to  require  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company  and 
the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  to  grant  the  use  of  its  track  and  ter- 
minal facilities  to  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company,  notwithstanding  the  provision  con- 
tained in  section  1294c  (4).  ''AH  railroad  companies  whose  lines  of  railroad  connect 
shall  receive  and  transfer  each  others  passengers,  freight  and  loaded  or  empty  cars  with- 
out delay  or  discrimination."  We  think  that  a  careful  reading  and  comparison  of  the 
various  clauses  quoted  demonstrates  the  fallacy  of  the  contention  that  there  is  any  such 
conflict  as  is  contended  for.  We  find  it  impossible  to  read  into  section  166  of  the  Con- 
.stitution  any  requirement  that  a  railroad  company  is  bound  to  share  its  tracks  and  sta- 
tion buildings,  acquired  with  its  own  means  and  to  enable  it  to  better  discharge  its  own 
pubUc  duties,  with  a  competing  railroad,  because  bound  under  that  section  to  receive 
and  transfer  passengers,  freight  and  cars,  without  delay  or  discrimination,  from  con- 
necting railroads. 

All  the  public  duties  of  transportation  companies  must  be  performed,  but  when 
we  inquire  as  to  what  is  the  public  duty  of  one  transportation  company  to  another, 
with  reference  to  its  tracks  and  terminal  facilities,  the  answer  is  found  in  section  1294c 
(4)  which,  fairiy  construed,  prohibits  this  Commission  from  requiring  such  a  company 
to  grant  the  use  of  its  track  or  terminal  facilities  to  another  company  engaged  in  a  like 
business. 

Section  1294c  (4)  corresponds  very  closely  with  section  3,  clause  2  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Act,  and  it  is  a  well  settled  principle  of  construction  that  when  one 
sovereignty  enacts  a  statute  similar  to  one  previously  in  force  in  another  jurisdiction, 
the  latter  enactment  includes  such  construction  as  the  courts  have  previously  placed 
upon  the  statute  thus  copied,  and  this  section  3,  clause  2  of  the  Act  to  Regulate  Com- 
merce has  already  received  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States  the  construction  which 
is  here  put  upon  it.  Little  Rock  Railroad  v.  St.  L.  R*y  Co.,  59  Fed.  400,  Affirmed 
C.  C.  A.  63,  Fed.  775;  Oregon  Short  Une  v.  Northern  Pacific,  61  Fed.  158,  C.  C.  A. 
9th  Circuit.  Affirmed  61  Fed.  465;  Kentucky  and  I.  Bridge  Co.  v.  L.  <Sc  N.  R.  R.  Co., 
37  Fed.  567;    L.  A  N.  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Central  Stock  Yrads  Co.  212  U.  S.  132,  53  Law  Ed. 

Another  serious  difficulty  about  requiring  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  to  grant  to  the  Interstate 
Railroad  Company  the  right  to  use  its  tracks  and  stations,  to  use  the  language  of  the 
petition,  "upon  such  fair  and  equitable  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Commission," 
is  that  the  Virginia  law  has  made  no  provision  for  the  ascertainment  of  the  compensation 
which  would  be  due  to  the  defendant  companies  by  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company 
for  the  joint  use  of  its  property.  The  exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  being 
against  common  right,  it  cannot  be  implied  or  inferred,  but  must  be  given  in  express 
terms  or  by  necessary  implication,  and  the  legislature  of  Virginia  has  not  granted  the 
power  to  one  transportation  company  to  condemn  the  right  to  jointly  use  the  tracks 
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and  terminal  facilities  of  another  transportation  company.  In  tlie  last  case  referred  to, 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  declared  that  the  lack  in  the  section  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Constitution  of  adequate  provisions  for  compensation  for  property  could  not  be 
supplied  by  inserting  them  in  the  judgments  of  the  courts  or  otherwise.  ^'The  law  it- 
self," said  the  court,  "must  save  the  party's  rights, and  not  leave  them  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court  as  such. " 

From  the  allegations  of  the  petition  there  appear  to  be  good  reasons  for  supposing 
that  the  public  at  Norton  would  be  greatly  accommodated  and  could  be  well  accom- 
modated by  allowing  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company  to  enter  and  share  with  the  other 
railroads  at  Norton  in  the  use  of  the  ample  station  facilities  alleged  to  be  there,  but  in 
order  to  allow  it  to  do  so,  there  should  be  a  contract  between  the  corporations  involved, 
defining  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  such  joint  use  is  to  be  enjoyed,  and  this 
Commission  is  without  authority  to  make  such  a  contract  for  the  parties,  and  the  laws 
of  Virginia  have  made  no  provision  for  the  condemnation  of  such  a  joint  use  of  station 
facilities. 

As  we  have  concluded  that  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  Vii^inia  we  have 
no  authority  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition,  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  discuss  or 
decide  whether  to  grant  such  prayer  would  be  to  violate  the  14th  amendment  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

The  laws  of  Viiginia  do  not,  however,  leave  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company 
without  power  to  locate  its  station  at  a  point  in  Norton  which  will  enable  it  properly  to 
discharge  its  public  duties  to  the  people  of  that  community.  If  the  allegations  of  the 
petition  can  be  proved  to  be  true,  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company  may  condemn  a 
right-of-way  and  locate  its  station  at  a  convenient  point  in  Norton,  if  its  present  pro- 
posed location  is  improper. 

For  the  reasons  here  indicated  we  will  enter  the  proper  order  sustaining  the  de^ 
murrer  of  the  defendants,  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company  and  the  Louisville 
and  Nashville  Railroad  Company. 

Rhea,  Commissioner,  concurs. 
WiLLARD,  Commissioner,  concurring: 

I  concur  in  the  order  and  opinion  sustaining  the  demurrer  of  the  defendants,  the 
Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Com- 
pany, but  only  on  account  of  the  failure  of  section  156  (b)  of  the  Constitution  and  sta- 
tutes thereunder  to  provide  a  specific  method  for  ascertaining  the  compensation  to  the 
transportation  companies  above  referred  to,  for  use  of  property  desired  to  be  taken.

4.  The  said  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Company  may  chai^ge  and  col- 
lect, in  addition  to  the  regular  ticket  rates,  the  fixed  sum  of  ten  cents  from  all  cash  fare 
passengers  who  have  been  afforded  a  reasonable  opportunity  for  purchasing  tickets  be- 
fore boarding  the  trains;  provided  that  the  conductor  shall  in  all  such  cases  deliver  to 
the  paaseoger  a  receipt  for  the  amount  collected,  redeemable  at  any  ticket  office  of  the 
company  within  two  days  from  the  date  of  issue; 

5.  The  present  general  rules,  whether  made  by  this  Commission  or  the  carriers, 
with  reference  to  the  transportation  of  baggage,  shall  remain  effective.

OPINION — PRENTIS,  CHAIRMAN. 

■ 

March  16,  1909. 

The  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company,  The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway 
Company,  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company,  Southern  Railway  Company  and  the 
Receivers  of  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  have  severally  filed  petitions  before  the 
Commission,  alleging  that  the  maximum  passenger  rate  of  two  cents  per  mile,  now  in 
effect  over  these  lines,  is  inadequate,  and  praying  for  the  proper  relief. 
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The  Norfolk  and  Western  alleges  that  the  two-cent  rate  is  "unreasonable,"  "not 
just";  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  that  it  is  "unremunerative";  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line 
that  it  is  "not  compensatory,"  "confiscatory";  the  Southern  that  it  is  "too  low  for  the 
service  rendered  and  in  no  sense  compensatory/'  "confiscatory";  the  Receivers  of  the 
Seaboard  Air  Line  that  it  is  "in  no  sense  compensatory,  that  it  is  in  fact  confiscatory." 

We  have  considered  all  of  these  cases  together  and  in  determining  the  issued  pre- 
sented, make  no  distinction  between  those  in  which  it  is  alleged  that  the  existing  rate 
is  confiscatory  and  those  in  which  it  is  charged  that  it  is  unremunerative  and  unreason- 
able. We  are  prohibited  by  both  the  State  and  Federal  Constitutions  from  enforcing 
rates  which  are  confiscatory,  but  we  do  not  now  propose,  nor  has  this  Commission  ever 
intended,  to  enforce  rates  w^hich  are  so  low  as  to  be  unremunerative  or  unreasonable. 
We  recognize  the  justice  of  the  claim  that  the  owners  of  railway  properties  are  entitled 
to  have  their  property,  when  it  has  substantial  value,  is  fairly  and  economically  operated 
and  is  serving  the  public,  earn  a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  reasonable  dividends  and  pro- 
vide for  repairs  and  replacements  out  of  the  earnings,  so  that  the  value  of  the  property 
may  be  kept  unimpaired.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  recently  said, 
"The  Company  is  not  bound  to  see  its  property  gradually  waste,  without  making  pro- 
' vision  out  of  the  earnings  for  its  replacement.  It  is  entitled  to  see  that  from  earnings 
ahe  value  of  the  property  invested  is  kept  unimpaired,  so  that  at  the  end  of  any  given 
'term  of  years  the  original  investment  remains  as  it  was  at  the  beginning.  It  is  not  only 
'the  right  of  the  company  to  make  such  a  provision,  but  it  is  its  duty  to  its  bond  and 
'stockhokiers,  and  in  case  of  a  public  service  corporation,  at  least,  its  plain  duty  to  the 
'public.  If  a  different  course  were  pursued  the  only  method  of  providing  forre  place- 
'ment  of  property  which  has  ceased  to  be  useful  would  be  the  investment  of  new  capital 
'and  the  issue  of  new  bonds  or  stocks.  This  course  would  lead  to  a  constantly  increasing 
'variance  between  present  value  and  bond  and  stock  capitalization,  a  tendency  which 
'would  inevitably  lead  to  disaster,  either  to  the  stockholders  or  to  the  public,  or  both." 
KnaxcQle  vs.  KruavHU  Water  Co.y  advance  sheets  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  Reports, 
Lawyers'  Edition,  October  term,  1908,  page  152. 

This  view  has  the  approval  of  this  Commission,  and  this  policy  Ls  well  sustained 
by  intelligent  public  sentiment  in  this  State. 

Over  and  above  the  amounts  necessary  to  operate  the  property  wisely  and  eco- 
nomically, and  the  amounts  necessary  to  maintain  its  efficiency  and  value,  the  owners 
of  the  railroads  are  entitled  to  a  fair  and  reasonable  income  upon  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty employed  in  the  public  service.  Precisely  what  is  a  fair  and  reasonable  income 
cannot  be  said  to  be  fully  determined.  It  is  not  probable  that  it  will  ever  be  definitely 
determined  that  any  specific  percentage  is  to  be  invariably  allowed.  Time  and  circum- 
stance will  doubtless  vary  it,  and  what  may  be  considered  reasonable  at  one  period  and 
uader  certain  circumstances  will  be  considered  unreasonable  at  other  periods  and  under 
diilerent  circumstances.  In  two  recent  cases  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
indicated  that  under  the  circumstances  of  those  cases  six  per  cent,  per  annum  would  be 
such  an  adequate  return  upon  a  gas  company's  stock  and  upon  a  water  company's  stock. 
KnoxvUU  vs.  KnoxvUU  Water  Co.  Supra. j  Wucox  vs.  Consolidated  Gas  Co.,  advance 
Sheets  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  Reports,  Lawyers'  Edition,  October  Term,  1908,  page  193.) 

In  the  opinion  delivered  by  this  Commission  April  27,  1907,  which  fixed  the 
maximum  passenger  rate  at  two  cents  per  mile,  the  idea  was  expressed  that  the  reduction 
in  the  passenger  rates  would  so  stimulate  travel  that  the  revenues  of  the  companies  in- 
volved, if  not  augmented,  would  not  be  seriously  diminished.  At  page  31  this  language 
is  used:     "After  a  careful  study  of  the  evidence  and  of  the  entire  railroad  situation  in 
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this  State,  the  Commission  believes,  under  the  maximum  limit  of    passenger  fares   as 
prescribed  by  it  in  this  proceeding, 

First:  That  the  revenue  of  the  railroad  companies  affected  will  not  be  necessarily 
diminished  as  compared  with  their  existing  revenues,  but  may  be  increased; 

Second:  That,  if  their  revenues  be  in  fact  diminished  thereby,  they  will  not  be 
sufficiently  diminished  to  work  an  unjust  or  unreasonable  reduction  in  their  net 
earnings. ' ' 

These  expectations  have  not  been  realized  as  to  any  of  the  railroads  here  involved. 
Each  of  them  has  had  its  passenger  revenues  greatly  diminished  as  the  result  of  the  two- 
cent  rate.  The  number  of  passengers  has  not  increased  to  the  extent  anticipated.  There 
has,  however,  been  an  apparent  increase  in  the  number  of  intrastate  passengers  grow- 
ing out  of  the  practice  of  passengers  who  are  making  interstate  journeys,  buying  tickets 
to  the  stations  in  Virginia  nearest  to  the  State  line,  and  then,  after  crossing  the  State 
line,  buying  another  ticket  at  the  two-cent  intrastate  rate.  For  example:  A  passenger 
intending  to  travel  from  Washington,  D.  C,  to  Greensboro,  N.  C,  if  he  buys  his  ticket 
from  Washington  to  Greensboro,  would,  at  present,  have  to  pay  the  interstate  rate  of 
two  and  one-half  cents  per  mile.  Under  the  operation  of  the  Virginia  two-cent  rate, 
instead  of  doing  this,  he  may  buy  an  interstate  ticket  from  Washington,  D.  C,  to  Alex- 
andria, Va.,  then  at  Alexandria  he  may  either  buy  a  ticket  or  pay  on  the  train,  the  intra- 
state rate  of  two  cents  per  mile  to  Danville,  Va.,  and  then  at  Danville  he  may  pay  at 
the  interstate  rate  from  Danville  to  Greensboro.  A  passenger  pursuing  this  course  would 
be  counted  three  times,  namely,  twice  as  an  interstate  passenger  and  once  as  an  intra- 
state passenger,  thus  swelling  the  aggregate  number  of  both  interstate  and  intrastate 
passengers,  and  adding  to  the  intrastate  revenue  while  dimim'shing  the  interstate 
revenue.  The  largely  increased  sales  of  tickets  at  stations  near  the  State  line  on  all  of 
the  Railroads  in  Virginia  furnish  abundant  and  convincing  evidence  that  the  illustration 
just  given  as  possible  has  become  a  habit  with  some  persons  who  make  interstate  journeys. 

It  appears  that  the  present  interstate  passenger  rate  is  two  and  one-half  cents  per 
mile,  and  by  agreement  between  the  railways  and  the  authorities  of  the  States  of  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama  and  Tennessee,  the  maximum  intrastate 
rate  is  the  same.  It  is  most  desirable,  in  our  opinion,  and  for  obvious  reasons,  that  in- 
trastate and  interstate  rates  should  be  uniform. 

Many  figures  have  been  submitted  comparing  results  in  Virginia  showing  the 
effect  of  the  change  of  rates  in  this  State.  We  shall  not  undertake  to  analyze  or  even 
refer  to  all  of  these  figures.  To  do  so  would  so  increase  the  length  of  this  opinion  that 
we  shall  content  ourselves  with  referring  only  to  those  which  appear  to  us  to  be  most 
pertinent,  and  sufficient  to  justify  the  conclusion  which  we  have  reached. 

The  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  Company  shows  that  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1908.  which  included  the  Jamestown  Exposition  travel,  while  the  number 
of  intrastate  passengers  increased,  as  compared  with  the  fiscal  year  1907,  by  407,637, 
yet,  that  its  intrastate  passenger  revenue  decreased  $49,941.02,  and  while  the  interstate 
passengers  for  that  period  increased  17,485,  yet  its  revenue  from  that  source  decreased 
$33,482.34,  making  an  aggregate  decrease  of  revenue  as  between  those  years  of  $83,423.36. 

Referring  to  the  calendar  years  1907  and  1908,  and  comparing  them,  there  was 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  intrastate  passengers  for  1908  of  189,779,  but  the  revenue 
therefrom  decreased  $241,581.74.  In  the  interstate  passenger  business  in  Virginia  there 
was  a  decrease  of  178,013  in  the  number  of  passengers  for  1908,  involving  a  decrease 
in  revenue  of  8557,703.97.  The  entire  passenger  business  of  the  company  for  such  cal- 
endar years  shows  an  increase  of  11,766  passengers  in  1908  over  1907,  but  a  decrease  in 
revenue  of  8799,285.71.     It  is  apparent,  we  think,  that  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
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paasengera  is  caused  by  the  duplication  of  tickets  bought  by  persons  making  interstate 
journeys  at  the  stations  contiguous  to  the  State  line. 

Inasmuch,  however,  as  the  calendar  year  of  1907  included  the  period  of  the  James- 
town Exposition,  as  well  as  a  period  of  general  prosperity,  while  1908  there  was  a  period 
of  general  depression,  a  comparison  with  the  calendar  year  1906,  while  the  company 
had  a  maximum  passenger  rate  of  three  cents  per  mile  in  effect,  with  the  calendar  year 
1908,  has  been  made.  This  comparison  indicates  a  decrease  for  1908  of  $138,650.72 
in  the  intrastate  passenger  revenue,  although  the  company  carried  9,471,952  more  intra- 
state passengers  one  mile  in  1908  than  it  did  in  1906.  There  was  also  a  decrease  in  1908 
of  1378373.42  in  the  interstate  passenger  revenue,  as  compared  with  1906,  or  a  total 
decrease  of  $517,524.14.  The  Norfolk  and  Western,  like  all  of  the  other  lines  crossing 
the  State  border,  has  lost  revenue  by  reason  of  the  practice  of  the  Interstate  travellers 
buying  tickets  to  stations  nearest  the  State  line,  whereby  the  revenue  from  interstate 
passengers  has  been  reduced  and  the  number  of  intrastate  passengers  increased.  This 
is  indicated  in  the  plainest  way  by  the  following  comparison  of  ticket  sales  in  1907  and 
1906  at  stations  near  the  State  line: 

1907        1908 

Graham 12,512  31,998 

Alexandria 78       6,562 

Danville 926       2,446 

Other  border  line  stations  also  show  large  increases  in  ticket  sales.  In  further  confirma- 
tk>n  of  these  facts  it  appears  that  the  average  haul  of  interstate  passengers  in  1907  was 
sixty-one  miles,  while  in  1908  it  was  only  forty-three  miles. 

For  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway  an  investigation  of  ticket  sales  for  six 
months  from  January  to  June,  inclusive,  at  Nottoway,  Farmville,  Rustbuig,  Bedford, 
Buchanan,  Rocky  Mount,  Salem,  Christ iansburg,  Pulaaki  and  Marion,  indk^tes  that  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  passengers  induced  by  the  incentive  of  lower  rates  was  about 
six  per  cent. 

The  other  railroads  here  involved  also  show  greatly  decreased  passenger  revenues, 
with  much  more  disastrous  results,  however,  because  the  other  companies  are  not  so  well 
prepared  as  the  Norfolk  and  Western  to  meet  such  a  diminution  of  income. 

The  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Railway  Company  shows  a  decrease  in  passenger  rev- 
enue in  Virginia  for  four  months,  July  to  October,  1908,  as  compared  with  the  same 
months  in  1906,  of  $92,486.77.  On  its  entire  system  it  shows  a  decrease  in  passenger 
revenue  for  five  months,  July  to  November,  1908,  as  compared  with  the  same  months 
of  1906,  of  S145,870.88. 

It  un^lertakes  to  show  that  on  the  intrastate  passenger  business  in  Virginia,  after 
making  all  proper'  apportionments,  that  this  class  of  business  failed  to  yield  a  sufficient 
profit  to  pay  its  proportion  of  the  interest  for  1908  on  its  proper  proportion  of  the  bonded 
debt  of  the  company,  and  that  the  deficit  on  this  account  for  the  year  ending  June  30th, 
1908,  was  $42,092.92. 

The  Southern  Railway  shows  by  compearing  the  total  revenue  in  Virginia  for  the 
year  ending  September  30th,  that  while  in  1908  its  freight  revenue  compared  with  1907 
only  decreased  3.64  per  c^^nt.,  or  $159,017.67.  its  passenger  revenue  during  that  period 
decreased  16.2  per  cent,  or  $443.2 15.i>4.  and  that  its  net  revenues  on  its  entire  system 
have  been  so  diminished  that  it  has  been  forced  to  discontinue  the  payment  of  any  divi- 
dends whatever  since  October,  1907. 

It  undertakes  to  demonstrate  that  its  present  intrastate  revenue  in  Virginia  for 
1908  only  yielded  1.21  per  cent,  upon  the  value  of  its  franchise  and  property  in  Virginia. 
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as  assessed  for  taxation,  and  only  2.72  per  cent  upon  the  entire  value  of  its  physical 
property  assessed  for  taxation  in  Virginia. 

The  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  Company  shows  that  by  comparing  fourteen 
months  ending  November  30,  1908,  with  fourteen  months  ending  November  30,  1907, 
its  intrastate  passenger  revenue  decreased  8.5  per  cent,  or  $16,039.90,  while  during  the 
same  period  the  number  of  passengers  increased  21,058  or  5.2  per  cent.;  that  while  it  fur- 
nished 5.2  per  cent,  more  transportation  it  received  8.5  per  cent,  less  gross  revenue. 

It  claims  further  that  after  deducting  those  reported  as  intrastate  passengers, 
who  were  in  truth  making  interstate  journeys,  the  correct  intrastate  passenger  revenue 
would  show  a  decrease  of  12.8  per  cent.,  or  $24,189.58.  It  also  claims  that,  fairly  stated, 
its  net  earnings  from  intrastate  passenger  business  for  twelve  months  were  only  $11,239.49, 
and  that  its  entire  net  earnings  for  twelve  months  from  all  intrastate  business,  without 
any  deductions  for  taxes,  interest  charges,  improvements,  betterments,  or  dividends, 
only  amount  to  $104301.40,  while  its  taxes  in  Virginia,  State  and  local,  for  1908  were 
$55,232.03,  and  that  its  total  net  intrastate  earnings  applicable  to  improvements,  in- 
terest and  dividends  were  only  $69,129.44.  These  earnings,  it  is  claimed,  are  properly 
chargeable  with  $44,251.77  for  a  due  proportion  of  the  interest  on  the  outstanding  bonds 
and  obligations  of  the  Company,  leaving  a  balance  of  only  $24,877.67  of  the  intrastate 
earnings  appUcable  to  improvements,  betterments  or  dividends;  that  if  applied  to 
dividends  it  would  pay  a  dividend  of  less  than  one  per  cent,  upon  the  assessed  taxable 
value  of  the  physical  property  of  the  company  in  Virginia. 

The  Receivers  of  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railway  show  that  the  company  has 
never  paid  any  dividend;  that  its  net  revenue  from  interstate  and  intrastate  traffic  in 
Virginia  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1908,  after  deducting  taxes,  only  amount  to  3.62 
per  cent,  upon  the  assessed  value  of  its  property  for  taxation  in  Virginia,  including  fran- 
chise, such  franchise  being  capitalized  at  the  State  rate  of  taxation,  thirty-five  cents 
on  $100;  that  its  net  earnings  from  intrastate  business  in  Virginia  for  that  year  amounted 
to  only  $30,060.50;  that  the  total  amount  of  interest,  trackage  charges  and  rentals  prop- 
erly chargeable  to  such  net  intrastate  earnings  was  $23,478.70,  and  that  after  deducting 
the  proper  proportion  of  the  taxes  chargeable  against  such  intrastate  earnings,  there 
remains  a  deficit  of  $8,755.09. 

Accepting  as  true  the  familiar  and  accepted  statement  that  no  large  business 
interest  can  be  injuriously  affected  without  injuring  the  community  as  a  whole,  we  believe 
that  the  failure  of  the  railways  to  prosper  so  forces  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  their 
employees  and  their  wages,  so  reduces  the  ability  and  disposition  of  the  railway  com- 
panies to  enter  into  new  contracts  for  extensions,  betterments  and  improvements,  so 
curtails  their  power  to  purchase  supplies  of  the  many  kinds,  thus  affecting  many  other 
enterprises  whose  prosperity  depends  upon  the  purchasing  power  of  the  railroads,  and 
so  discourages  the  investment  of  capital  in  new  as  well  as  old  railway  enterprises,  as  to 
amount  to  a  public  misfortune.  We  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  meaning  that  the 
railway  corporations  need  or  should  have  any  special  favors  at  the  hands  of  the  public 
authorities.  The  ordinary  hazards  of  their  business  make  it  certain  that  in  times  of 
business  depression  they  must  suffer  financial  losses  and  sometimes  become  insolvent 
just  as  the  other  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  have  to  suffer  losses. 

The  State,  in  return  for  the  large  powers  and  privileges  it  grants  to  public  service 
corporations,  has  the  right  to  demand  for  the  public  a  service  that  is  fully  adequate  to 
the  reasonable  demands  of  the  present,  and  which  will  expand  and  improve  promptly 
to  meet  the  reasonable  demands  of  the  future  as  they  arise.  It  is  equally  true  that  those 
who  have  invested  their  means  in  such  public  utilities  are  entitled  to  receive  fair  returns 
upon  their  investments.    Such  returns  should,  if  possible,  equal  the  income  produced 
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by  other  investments  involving  equal  risks.  When,  therefore,  the  State  undertakes  to 
regulate  rates,  neither  the  right  of  the  public  to  demand  good  service  nor  the  right  of  the 
public  sorice  owporations  to  earn,  if  possible,  a  fair  return  upon  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty devoted  to  the  public  service,  should  be  overlooked.  The  rates  should  be  adequate 
to  enable  the  corporations  to  furnish  proper  service  to  the  public,  for  which  the  public 
should  pay  reasonably  profitable  rates  which  are  adequate  for  the  service  rendered. 

The  failure  to  recognize  and  act  upon  these  well-estabHshed  principles  has  caused 
most  of  the  conflicts  now  being  waged  in  this  country  between  the  public  authorities 
and  the  public  service  corporations.  We  may  now  reasonably  hope  that  since  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States  has  recently  settled  some  of  the  general  questions 
about  which  such  controversies  have  been  waged,  that  these  unfortunate  conflicts,  dur- 
ing which  the  railway  corporations  have  always  been  the  chief  sufferers,  will  be  more 
rare  in  the  future.  That  some  part,  at  least,  of  the  losses  of  the  railway  companies  here 
impleaded  has  been  caused  by  the  reduction  of  the  maximum  passenger  fares  in  Vir- 
ginia, is  demonstrable,  and  we  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  justice  to  them  as  well 
as  a  wise  consideration  of  the  general  good  and  a  proper  public  policy,  require  such  an 
increase  in  such  passenger  rates  as  will  enable  the  railways  to  discharge  their  duties  to 
the  public  properly  and  yield  to  the  owners  thereof  a  fair  and  proper  return  upon  the 
value  of  their  property  used  in  the  public  service. 

We  need  in  Virginia  more  railroads,  better  track,  more  double  track,  better  sta- 
tions and  more  of  them,  better  trains  and  more  of  them.  New  capital  must  be  supplied 
if  these  needs  are  to  be  adequately  met,  and  we  can  only  induce  this  new  capital  to  seek 
investment  here  by  pursuing  a  course  which  wiU  attract  it  to  this  State. 

Our  associate  (Commissioner  Rhea)  thinks  that  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
Older  contemplated,  we  should  require  the  railroads  here  involved  to  give  assurances  which 
will  guarantee  the  issuance  of  certain  mileage  books  indicated  by  him. 

We  think  this  unnecessary,  because  on  all  of  the  roads  except  the  Norfolk  and 
Western,  certain  mileage  books  are  now  on  sale  at  a  two-cent  rate  and  none  of  them  can 
be  withdrawn  without  the  consent  of  the  Commission.  It  is  not  our  purpose  to  allow 
the  withdrawal  of  any  of  the  mileage  or  conmiutation  rates  now  in  existence,  and  the 
Norfolk  and  Western  will  at  once  put  on  sale  mileage  books  at  a  two-cent  rate.  These 
mileage  books  will,  we  believe,  sufficiently  meet  the  public  needs  and  are  as  liberal  to 
the  public  as  in  our  opinion  should  be  at  this  time  required  of  the  carriers. 

Infhienced  by  the  considerations  herein  indicated,  and  without  undertaking  to 
discuss  all  of  the  reasons  which  may  be  and  have  been  urged  in  favor  of,  as  well  as  against, 
the  action  contemplated,  we  have  concluded  that  the  public  interests  as  weU  as  the  in- 
terests of  these  railway  companies  will  be  best  promoted  by  increasing  the  maximum 
passenger  rate  in  Virginia  to  two  and  one-half  cents  per  mile  upon  the  railways  whose 
petitions  are  before  us.  This  action  brings  about  uniformity  between  the  interstate 
and  intrastate  rates  and  we  feel  assured  that  the  increased  rate  will  prove  fairly  remun- 
erative to  the  carriers. 

Accordingly  orders  embodying  these  views  will  be  entered.

OPINION — ^RHSA,  OOMiaSSIONEB. 

It  is  with  regret  that  1  feel  compelled  to  differ  with  my  associates  upon  the  State 
Corporation  Commission  in  their  findings  and  conclusions  in  the  above  mentioned  cases. 

It  would  serve  no  good  purpose  now  to  enter  into  any  extended  discussion 
of  this  matter,  and  I  will,  therefore,  briefly  say  that  after  a  most  careful  consideration  of 
all  the  facts  and  circumstances  surrounding  this  entire  subject,  I  do  not  believe  a  two 
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and  one-half  cent  maximum  passenger  rate  per  mile  is  reasonable  or  just,  unless  coupled 
with  an  assurance,  upon  the  part  of  the  railroad  companies,  that  they  will  put  into  effect, 
along  with  said  two  and  one-half  cent  rate,  a  proper  system  of  local  and  interchangeable 
mileage  books  at  tw^o  cents  per  mile  (and  such  as  can  be  conveniently  used)  so  as  to  re- 
duce the  average  cost  of  transportation  for  the  people  of  Virginia. 

I  am  further  of  opinion  that  this  assurance  should  be  given  by  the  railroad  com- 
panies before  any  order  is  entered  by  this  CommLssion-making  an  increase  in  the  present 
passenger  rates,  or  before  any  action  is  taken  which  would  terminate  the  present  con- 
tract made  between  the  railroad  companies  and  the  State  authorities  fixing  rates  pending 
the  suits  in  the  Federal  courts. 

In  view  of  the  position  taken  by  my  associates,  it  would  be  useless  for  me  to  dis- 
cuss here,  and  in  detail,  what  in  my  judgment  would  be  a  proper  and  just  system  of  in- 
dividual, firm,  and  family  or  good  to  bearer  mileage  book  rates  for  the  people  of  this 
State,  with  proper  regulation  for  their  easy  and  convenient  use. 

In  expressing  these  views  I  do  not  want  to  be  understood  as  occupying  any  hostile 
position  towards  the  railroads  of  the  State,  for  I  do  not. 

Upon  the  contrary,  I  want  to  concede  to  them  every  right  to  which  they  are 
justly  entitled  after  taking  into  due  consideration  the  rights  of  the  public  and  the 
duties  they  owe  to  the  public.

Ex  Parte:    The  Virginian  Railway  Company, 
In  the  matter  of  approved  railroad  cattle  guard. 

ORDER  OF  FEBRUARY  24,  1909. 

The  Virginian  Railway  Company,  having  filed  written  application  together  with 
a  blue  print  plan  of  the  cattle  guard  hereinafter  mentioned  for  the  official  approval  by 
this  Commission,  of  the  Sheffield  Standard  Cattle  Guard,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  16,  chapter  4,  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  entitled ''An  Act 
Concerning  Public  Service  Corporations,  '^  approved  January  18,  1906  (section  1294-d, 
clause  16,  Pollard's  Code,  1904),  and  the  said  Corporation  Commision  having  made  a 
careful  examination  of  the  said  cattle  guard  and  having  become  satisfied  of  its  practical 
value,  the  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  said  cattle  guard  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  said  act.

In  the  matter  of  the  sale  of  South  and  Western  Railway 'Company  to  Elkhom  Southern 
Railwav.

Upon  application  made  to  the  Commission  to  grant  its  consent  to  the  sale  by 
the  owners  thereof  of  certain  uncompleted  works  and  property  and  the  franchises  re- 
lating thereto  of  the  South  and  Western  Railway  Company,  situated  in  Pike  county, 
Kentucky,  and  the  purchase  of  the  same  by  the  Elkhom  Southern  Railway,  a  corpo- 
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ration  organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  no  part  of  whose 
road  in  the  State  of  Virginia  is  in  operation,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  2  of  chapter  2  of  an  act,  entitled  'An 
Act  Concerning  Corporations',  which  became  a  law  May  21,  1903,  as  amended  by  an 
act  approved  December  31,  1903,"  approved  March  17,  1906: 

It  is  ordered,  That  the  consent  of  the  Commission  be,  and  it  is  hereby  given,  for 
the  sale  of  all  or  any  part  or  parts  of  the  uncompleted  works  and  property  and  the  fran- 
chises relating  thereto  of  the  South  and  Western  Railway  Company,  situated  in  Pike

This  cause  coming  on  to  be  heard  upon  the  petition  and  answer,  and  it  appear- 
ing that  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  April  12,  1906,  in  the  case  of  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad  Company  against  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company,  the  Commission,  after 
hearing  the  parties,  delivered  an  opinion,  stating  its  conclusion  with  respect  to  the  con- 
nection involved  herein,  as  follows: 

''That  in  order  that  the  projected  line  of  Interstate  Railroad  Com- 
pany should  connect  with  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Companyh-m 
the  Interstate  Railroad  Company  should  construct  a  spur  from  some  point  just  east 
of  its  overhead  crossing  over  the  roadway  of  the  LouisviUe  and  Nashville  Rail- 
road, said  spur,  or  connecting  track,  to  run  south  of  the  line  of  the  Louisville 
and  Nashville  Railroad  Company  down  to  the  nearest  end  of  the  Appalachia 
yards  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  and  there  make  a 
physical  connection  with  the  outside  track  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Rail- 
road Company,  that  is,  the  track  nearest  to  Powells  river,  or  such  other  track 
as  the  two  railroad  companies  may  agree  upon  at  the  point  of  connection.  The 
Commission  being  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  authorized,  under  the  circum- 
stances in  this  case,  to  force  a  connection  between  the  said  spyur  track  of  the 
Interstate  Railroad  Company  with  the  main  line  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad  Company. ' ' 

And,  it  further  appearing  that,  in  the  same  opinion,  the  Commission  announced, 
in  substance,  that  if  the  said  two  railroad  companies  could  not  agree  upon  the  details 
and  methods  of  canying  out  the  Commission's  conclusion  as  to  said  connection,  the 
Commission  would  enter  an  order  providing  in  greater  detail  for  the  more  exact  con- 
struction and  apportionment  of  the  expenses,  and  for  the  methods  of  operation  connected 
with  the  said  connection. 

And,  it  further  appearing  that  the  quantity  of  land  or  right-of-way  owned  by  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  thus  authorized  to  be  taken  and  used  for 
said  connecting  track,  is  more  accurately  described  in  the  petition  herein  and  the  blue  print 
filed  as  exhibit  5  therewith,  as  follows,  to-wit: 

"Beginning  at  a  stake  which  stands  fifty  feet  south-ward  and  at  right 
angles  from  the  center  of  the  main  line  of  the  Cumberland  Valley  Division  of 
the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  and  a  comer  to  the  right-of-way  of  the  said 
railroad,  said  stake  being  situated  south  one  degree  east,  five  hundred  and  ten 
and  seven -tenths  feet  from  a  set  stone  near  a  beech  and  white  oak  stumps,  a 
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comer  to  the  l^fartin  Kilboum  patent  of  twenty-five  (25)  acres;  thence  with  a  line 
of  said  right-of-way  south  one  degree  east  twenty-six  feet  to  a  stake;  thence, 
leaving  said  right-of-way,  south  eighty-five  degrees  and  forty-eight  minutes  west 
one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  feet  to  a  stake;  north  eight  degrees  and  five  min- 
nutes  west  twenty  feet  to  a  stake  in  the  center  of  a  ladder  track  of  said  railroad ; 
North  seventy-two  degrees  and  fifty-five  minutes  east  two  hundred  and  twen- 
ty feet  to  a  stake;  north  seventy-eight  degrees  and  twenty  minutes  east  three 
hundred  and  three  feet  to  a  stake  in  a  line  of  said  right-of-way,  and  fifty  feet 
from  the  center  of  said  railroad,  measured  at  right  angles  from  same,  said  stake 
being  on  a  curve  the  radius  of  which  Is  twenty-three  hundred  and  forty-two 
feet,  and  the  bearing  of  said  radius  is  north  twenty-two  degrees  and  thirty-seven 
minutes  west;  thence  along  said  curve  westwardly  and  with  said  right-of-way 
three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  feet  to  the  beginning,  crossing  the  location  of 
the  Interstate  Railroad  at  station  fifty-seven  plus  eighty-six  and  three-tenths, 
containing  thirty-five  one  hundredths  fos  of  an  acre,  more  or  less." 

And,  it  further  appearing  from  the  petition,  which  in  that  respect  is  not  contro- 
verted by  the  answer,  that  the  parties  hereto  have  been  unable  to  agree  upon  the  com- 
pensation aforesaid,  or  on  the  terms  of  purchase  of  the  property  sought  to  be  taken  and 
used  as  aforesaid: 

It  is  now,  therefore,  hereby  ordered,  adjudged  and  certified  by  the  Commission, 
after  hearing  all  parties  in  interest.  That  a  public  necessity  and  an  essential  public  con- 
venience require  the  taking  by  condemnation  proceedings,  as  provided  by  law,  by  the 
Inteistate  Railroad  Company,  of  the  property  hereinabove  last  described,  which  be- 
Vxigs  to  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  for  the  construction,  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  by  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company  of  a  connecting  track  at  and 
between  the  points  described  in  the  order  of  the  Commission  asaforesaid,  entered  August 
1,  1906.  to  be  operated  and  maintained  for  the  joint  use  of  the  two  roads,  to-wit:  the 
Interstate  Railroad  Company  and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  and 
the  Commission  hereby  gives  its  permission  to  the  institution  of  such  proceedings  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid. 

All  the  costs  and  expenses  of  construction,  operation  and  maintenance,  includ- 
ing switch,  signals  and  frog  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Standard,  and  other  things 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  are  to  be  borne 
by  the  InterptAte  Railroad  Company. 

And,  it  further  appearing  that  afterward,  to-wit:  on  August  1,  1906,  the  parties 
meantime  being  unable  to  agfee  as  contemplated,  the  Commission  in  said  case  made  and 
entered  the  following  order  with  respect  to  the  connection  aforesaid,  to-wit: 

"The  connection  allowed  in  the  said  order  of  the  12th  day  of  April,  1906, 
shall  be  carried  out  in  the  manner  appearing  upon  the  map  showing  how  the  said 
connection  is  to  be  made  between  the  tracks  of  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company 
and  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  returned  by  said  E.  D.  T. 
Myers,  Jr.,  for  that  purpose  with  his  said  report,  and  now  made  part  of  the  re- 
cord in  this  proceeding.  And  it  is  further  ordered,  with  reference  now  to  said 
map  and  the  marks  thereon  appearing,  as  follows: 

A  connection  track  "b"  for  the  joint  use  of  the  two  roads  shall  be 
built  from  the  eastern  clearance  point  on  the  track  ''a,"  at  the  point  ''A,  ''and 
without  interference  with  any  other  track  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Rail- 
road, extend  to  the  western  end  of  the  proposed  Appalachia  yard  of  the  proposed 
Interstate  Railroad  extension;  the  constmction  of   that   part    lying  within   tho 
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right-of-way,  or  lands,  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  including  switch, 
signals  and  frog  of  Louisville  and  Nashville  Standard  b  to  be  paid  for  and  main- 
tained by  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company,  and  that  part  lying  within  the  right- 
of  way,  or  lands,  of  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company  is  also  to  be  paid  for  and 
maintained  by  the  said  Interstate  Railroad  Company.'' 

And  it  further  appearing  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  Virginia  in  an 
opinion  delivered  September  10, 1908  (108  Va.,  502),  in  the  case  of  Louisville  and  Nash- 
ville Railroad  Company,  appellant,  against  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company,  appellee, 
involving  the  right  claimed  by  the  appellee  to  enter  upon  the  land  of  the  appellant,  and 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  the  connection  allowed  by  the  Commission  as  aforesaid, 
without  compensation  to  appellant  for  the  land  thus  authorized  to  be  taken  and  used 
for  the  connecting  track  and  for  damages,  if  any,  resulting  therefrom  to  the  residue  of 
its  property,  held  that  appellant  was  entitled  to  such  compensation; 

And  it  further  appearing  that  the  Code  of  Virginia  provides  as  follows: 

"  No  corporation  shall  take  by  condemnation  proceedings  any  property 
belonging  to  any  other  corporation  possessing  the  power  of  eminent  domain,  un- 
less, after  hearing  all  parties  in  interest,  the  State  Corporation  Commission  shall 
certify  that  a  pyublic  necessity,  or  that  an  essential  public  convenience  shall 
so  require,  and  shall  give  its  permission  thereto;  and  in  no  event  shall  one  cor- 
poration take  by  condemnation  proceedings  any  property  owned  by  or  essential  to 
the  purposes  of  another  corporation  possessing  the  power  of  eminent  demain. 
(See  Pollard's  Code,  section  1105e,  clause  52.)"

as  indicated  in  exhibit  ''A''  filed  with  the  petition;  that  such  crossings  be  established 
at  the  expense  of  the  Laurel  Railway  Company;  and  that  the  Laurel  Railway  Com- 
pany pay  the  cost  of  this  proceeding,  except  the  account  of  Charles  L.  Ruffin,  Civil  En- 
gineer, employed  by  the  Commission,  amounting  to  ($200.00),  one-half  of  which  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Vii^ginia-Carolina  Railway  Company  and  the  other  half  by  the  Laurel 
Raihraj  Company.

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  asking  permission  to  condemn  certain  property  of  the  Nev^- 
port  News  Light  and  Water  Co. 

ORDER  OF  NOVEMBER  11,  1909. 

This  day  came  the  petitioners,  the  county  of  Elizabeth  City  and  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  said  county  by  their  attorney  and  filed  a  petition  pursuant  to  sub-division 
52  of  chapter  V  of  an  Act  Concerning  Corporations,  being  sub-division  52  of  section 
1105e  of  Pollard's  Code  of  Virginia,  asking  permission  of  the  State  Corporation  Commis- 
sion to  take,  by  condemnation  proceedings,  certain  property  of  the  Newport  News  Light 
and  Water  Company,  as  fully  set  forth  in  the  said  petition;  and  further  asking  that  the 
State  Corporation  Commission  certify  that  a  public  necessity,  or  that  an  essential  public 
convenience,  so  requires. 

And  the  said  Newport  News  Light  and  Water  Company,  a  corporation,  by  its  at- 
torney, having  been  duly  notified  by  the  petitioners  of  their  said  petition  and  applica- 
tion, came  also  and  filed  its  answer  to  the  said  petition  and  the  further  hearing  of  the 
issue  involved  is  continued  generally. 

ORDER  OF  DECEMBER  8.  1909. 

This  day  came  again  the  parties  by  their  attorneys,  and  having  first  heard  the 
argument  of  counsel,  the  Commission,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  writing  and  filed  with 
the  record,  is  of  the  opinion  and  doth  decide  that  neither  of  the  relators,  the  county 
of  Elizabeth  City  nor  the  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county,  are  required  by  section  52 
of  chapter  V  of  an  Act  Concerning  Corporations  (Pollard's  Code,  section  1105e,  clause 
52),  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  institution  of  condemnation  proceedings,  to  take 
the  property  of  the  defendant  company  for  public  use,  to  obtain  from  this  Commission 
a  certificate  "  that  a  public  necessity  or  an  essential  public  convenience  shall  so 
require, "  and  that  this  Commission  has  no  jurisdiction  to  grant  such  certificate. 

Therefore,  it  is  considered  by  the  Commission  that  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be 
denied,  and  that  the  petition  be  and  is  hereby  dismissed. 

OPINION — ^I»RENn8,  CHAIRMAN. 

The  county  of  Elizabeth  City,  desiring  to  acquire  certa,in  property  held  by  the 
Newport  News  and  Old  Point  Railway  and  Electric  Company,  has  filed  its  petition  pray- 
ing for  a  certificate  under  section  52  of  chapter  V  of  an  Act  Concerning  Corporations 
(Pollard's  Code,  section  1105e,  clause  52),  which  reads  as  follows: 

52.  No  corporation  shall  take  by  condemnation  proceedings  any  prop- 
erty belonging  to  any  other  corporation  possessing  the  power  of  eminent  domain, 
unless,  after  hearing  all  parties  in  interest,  the  State  Corporation  Commission 
shall  certify  that  a  public  necessity,  or  that  an  essential  public  convenience,  shall 
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so  require,  and  shall  give  its  permission  thereto;  and  in  no  event  shall  one  cor- 
poration take  by  condemnation  proceedings  any  property  owned  by  and  essential ' 
to  the  purposes  of  another  corporation  possessing  the  power  of  eminent  domain. 

If  this  section  is  to  be  construed  as  applicable  to  counties,  then  such  a  certificate 
is  necessary  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  prosecution  of  condemnation  proceedings'. 
We  think  it  clear,  however,  that  the  section  does  not  apply  to  counties.  Article 
Xll  of  the  Constitution,  creating  this  Commission  and  governing  its  jurisdiction,  express- 
ly provides  that  the  municipal  corporations  and  public  institutions  owned  or  controlled 
by  the  State  are  not  to  be  construed  as  included  in  the  term''corporation''as  used  in 
thAt  article.    (Section  153). 

This  is  emphasized  in  all  the  mass  of  legislation  based  upon  that  article.  Section 
S2  is  found  in  chapter  V  of  an  Act  Concerning  Corporations  (Pollard's  Code,  section 
llOSe),  which  act  is  the  statute  regulating  the  issuance  of  charters  by  this  Commission. 
That  act  nowhere  confers  any  authority  upon  this  Commission  as  to  municipal  cor- 
porations, counties  or  governmental  agencies  of  the  State.  So  that  if  that  section  stood 
akme  we  would  not  construe  the  word  "corporation"  as  there  used  as  including  counties. 
The  question  involved,  however,  we  think,  is  hardly  debatable,  because  section  1 
of  the  same  chapter  (clause  1,  Pollard's  Code,  section  1106e),  provides: 

1.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter,  except  in  those  cases  where,  by  the 
expn^s  terms  of  the  provisions  hereof,  it  is  confined  to  corporations  created 
under  this  act,  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  all  corporations  of  this  State  orga- 
nized or  to  be  organized  for  any  lawful  purpose  for  which  a  corporation  may  be 
created  under  this  act,  but  shall  not  be  construed  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  cor- 
poratioas  chartered  under  chapter  four  of  this  act. 

Hence  we  conclude  that  the  word  "corporation, ''  as  used  in  section  52,  means  pub- 
lic service  corporation,  and  is  designed  to  prevent  one  public  service  corporation  from 
acquiring  property  belonging  to  another  public  service  corporation  by  condemnation 
proceedings  without  first  securing  from  this  Commission  a  certificate  "that  a  public 
necessity,  or  that  an  essential  public  convenience,  shall  so  require,''  and  that  to  con- 
strue it  as  requiring  counties  to  secure  such  a  certificate  is  to  do  violence  to  its  language 
which  expressly  provides  that  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  chapter  shall  be  constnied 
to  apply  to  corporations  created  under  that  act,  and  similar  corporations. 

The  petition  w4ll,  therefore,  be  dismissed. 

Commissioners  Willabd  and  Rhea  concur.

The  Norfolk  Terminal  Company,  incorporated  under  act  of  Assembly  of  Virginia 
approved  March  6,  1882,  was  consolidated  with  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railroad  Com- 
pany as  of  October  16,  1889,  under  authority  of  the  act  of  Assembly  of  Virginia  approved 
March  6,  1882. 

The  New  River  Plateau  Railroad  Company,  incorporated  under  act  of  Assembly  of 
Virginia  approved  March  2,  1888,  was  consolidated  with  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Rail- 
road Company  as  of  October  16,  1889,  under  authority  of  the  act  of  Assembly  of  Virginia 
approved  March  2,  1888.

The  West  Vii^oia  and  Ironton  Railroad  Company,  incorporated  in  West  Vii^ginia 
under  articles  of  association  dated  March  10, 1888,  was  consolidated  with  the  Norfolk  and 
Western  Railroad  Company  as  of  September  30, 1890,  under  authority  of  act  of  Assembly 
of  Virginia  approved  December  30, 1889,  and  the  general  laws  of  the  States  of  Kentucky 
and  West  Viiginia.

Railroad  Company  were  acquired  by  purchase  by  deed  dated  October  6, 1896.

The  State  Corporation  Commission  granted  a  charter 
confirming  to  this  company  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  acquired  by  it  as 
purchaser  of  tie  Farmville  and  Powlatan  Railroad  and  such  otFer  rights,  privilcgeB 
and  francl  ises  as  are  given  by  act  of  Assembly  of  Virginia  ent'tled  ''An  Act  OoncemiDg 
Corporations,"  which  became  a  law  on  the  21st  day  of  Mi»y,  1S03.

That  com- 
pany built  tLe  first  18  miles,  standard  gauge  road,  between  the  Winterpock  Mines  and 
Chester  about  18  6.  In  1867  it  extended  its  line  three  miles,  from  Chester  to  Osborne, 
on  James  river.  The  company  was  foreclosed  and  sold  in  1877  to  its  bondholders,  who 
reoigan'zed  as  the  Briglthope  Railway  Company. 

The  BrigLthope  Railway  Company  operated  its  21  miles  of  standard  gauge  road 
until  1881,  when  it  discarded  its  branch  to  Osborne,  narrowed  the  gauge  and  built  in 
extension  from  Chester  10  miles  to  Bermuda  on  James  river.  It  also  built  four  miles 
from  Winterpock  west  to  tl  e  Appomattox  river,  making  32  miles  owned. 

Tie  Farmville  and  Powhatan  Railroad  Company,  in  1889  and  1890,  built  a  nar- 
row gauge  road  from  Coalboro,  a  point  on  the  Brighthope  road,  to  Farmville,  63  miles. 
It  sulsequently  purchased  tl  e  railway  of  tie  Brigl.tlope  Railway  Company  and  merged 
it  with  its  own  property.  The  Farmville  and  Powhatan  road  was  sold  under  fore- 
closure June  7,  1905,  and  reorganized  by  the  purchasers  under  the  new  name  Tidewatw 
and  Western  Railroad  Company.

The  stockholders  of  the  two  companies  had  never  received  any  dividends  on  the 
stock  of  either  company,  and  it  was  decided  to  issue  bonds  for  the  outstanding  bonds 
and  stock  of  both  companies  and  that  the  bonds  of  Bluestone  Traction  Company  be 
issued  to  the  bondholders  and  stockholders  of  the  old  companies,  which  would  insure 
them  6  per  cent,  interest  on  their  investment. 

Accordingly  Bhiestone  Traction  Company  lx>nds  were  distributed  as  follows:  130,000 
to  the  bondholders  of  Bluefield  and  Hinton  Electric  Company  and  150,000  to  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company;  $25,000  to  the  bondholders  of  East  River  Electric  Company 
and  $75,000  to  the  stockholders  of  said  company. 

Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $2,500  have  since  been  sold  for  cash,  which  was  used  for 
improvements. 

Practically  all  improvements  on  track  have  been  made  in  West  Virginia. 

The  power-house  and  cai^bams  are  all  located  in  West  Viiginia. 

The  charter  of  the  company  was  amended  April  11,  1906,  which  makes  ^e  author- 
ized capital  $160,000.

Corporate  Name  and  Address  of  Company — ^The  Charlottesville  and  University 
Street  Railway  Company  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  Virginia  March  30,  1887. 
See  Acts  1887,  extra  session,  p.  21  and  p.  532. 

On  December  18,  1895,  an  act  of  the  legislature  was  passed  authorizing  the 
Charlottesville  and  University  Street  Railway  Company  to  change  its  name  to  the 
Charlottesville  City  and  Suburban  Railway  Company.  See  Acts  1895- '6,  p.  23.  This 
company  built  the  horse-car  line  in  Charlottesville 

The  electric  line  was  built  by  the  Piedmont  Construction  and  Improvement  Com- 
pany, which  was  incorporated  under  act  of  the  legislature  of  Virginia  on  March  4, 1890. 
Acts  1889-'9),  p.  917  The  name  of  the  Piedmont  Constniction  and  Improvement  Com- 
pany was  changed  to  the  Piedmont  Traction  Company  by  authority  of  act  of  the  legis- 
lature passed  January  11,  1896.    Acts  I895-'6,  p  56 

On  July  31,  1893,  the  Piedmont  Traction  Company  conveyed  to  the  Charlottesville 
Oity  and  Suburban  Railway  Company  all  its  property  in  Charlottesville  and  Albemarle 
county,  and  all  its  franchises  relating  to  said  property. 

On  September  14, 1900,  the  Charlottesville  and  University  of  Virginia  Electric  Light 
and  Gas  Company  conveyed  its  property  and  franchises  to  the  Charlottesville  City  and 
Suburban  Railway  Company. 

The  last  named  company  was  incorporated  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  of 
Albemarle  county  on  December  27,  1887,  and  the  right  to  locate  its  poles  and  wires  on 
the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  town  was  granted  by  act  of  the  legislature  approved 
February  8, 1888     Acts  1887-'8,  p  112 

At  the  time  of  the  conveyance  of  the  property  of  the  Electric  Light,  &c  ,  Company, 
there  was  a  consolidation  of  that  company  with  the  C.  C.  &  S  Railway  Company  in 
pursuance  of  powers  contained  in  the  charters  of  both  companies  See  consolidation 
agreement  filed  in  office  board  of  public  works.  At  t(.e  same  time  the  C  C.  &  S.  Rail- 
way Company  acquired  tl  e  property  of  the  Consolidated  Ice  and  Electric  Company  and 
of  the  Jefferson  Park  Company 

There  was  then  outstanding  1,400  shares  ($75,000j  of  the  stock  of  the  C.  C.  &  S. 
Co.  and  $25,000  first  and  $50,000  second  mortgage  bonds  of  said  company  The 
reorganization  was  on  the  following  bases — new  mortgage,  dated  September  15,  1900, 
for  $150,000: 

For  purchase  of  701  shares  of  capital  of  C.  C.  &  S.  Co $  10,000 

In  treasury  of  company  to  meet  first  mortgage  bonds 25,000 

Exchanged  for  $60,000  second  mortgage  bonds 35,0o0

In  exchange  for  part  ($25,000)  of  Charlottesville  and  University  Electric  Light 

and  Gas  Company  bonds 25,000 

To  aid  in  retiring  $40,000  Consolidated  Ice  and  Electric  bonds 32,000 

In  treasury  of  company  for  improvements 13,000

The  701  shares  of  stock  mentioned  above  were  issued  to  the  bondholders  and  stock- 
holders of  the  Consolidated  Ice  and  Electric  Company  and  the  Charlottesville  and 
University  Electric  Light  and  Qas  Company  to  retire  the  balance  of  the  stock  and  bonds 
paid  company,  of  which  $25,000  was  reissued  to  stock  and  bondholders  of  the  C.  and  U. 
Va.  Bieotric  Light  and  Gas  Co. 


1172  REPORT  STATE  CORPORATION  COMMISSION 

On  November  10, 1903,  after  proper  adyertising,  the  effects  of  the  C.  C  &  S.  Bail- 
way  Company  were  sold  at  public  auction,  under  the  second  mortgage  ($150,000)  aod 
purchased  by  a  committee  of  the  second  mortgage  bondholders,  subject  to  the  ficat 
mortgage  of  $25,000,  for  a  bid  of  $50,000. 

A  new  company  was  then  formed — viz : 

Charlottesville  and  Albemarle  Railway  Company,  under  a  charter  granted  by  the 
Corporation  Conmiission,  with  $70,000  capital  stock. 

This  company  assumed  the  first  mortgage  of  $25,000  and  issued  a  new  mortgage  for 
$75,000.
